Garlic 
tablets can 
impede HIV 
medication

R esearchers have found garlic sup¬ 
plements can cause a potentially 
harmful side effect when com¬ 
bined with a type of HIV/AIDS med¬ 
ication, according to the National In¬ 
stitute of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases. 

Investigators from the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health and NIAID found 
that garlic supplements sharply re¬ 
duced! blood levels of the anti-HIV 
drug saquinavir. 

“In the presence of garlic supple¬ 
ments, blood concentrations of 
saquinavir decreased by about 50 per¬ 
cent among our study participants,” 
said the study’s senior co-author Dr. 
Judith Falloon, an AIDS clinical re¬ 
searcher at NIAID. “We saw a definite, 
prolonged interaction. T he dear im¬ 
plication is that doctors and patients 
should be cautious about using garlic 
supplements during HIV therapy.”

Bike rides battle it out in court 

Pallotta Teamworks sues to stop SFAF’s AIDS/LifeCycle

W hen representatives of 
the for-profit Califor¬ 
nia AIDS Ride alleged¬ 
ly threatened to do 
everything in their power to 
quash a nonprofit bike ride 
hosted by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation and the Los 
Angeles Gay and Lesbian Cen¬ 
ter, they apparently weren’t kid¬ 
ding. 

Pallotta Teamworks last week 
filed a lawsuit against SFAF and 
the center to stop the organiza¬ 
tions from proceeding with 
“AIDS/LifeCycle,” an event de¬ 
signed to replace the revenue 
previously earned through Pal- 
lotta’s controversial California 
AIDS Ride. 

The lawsuit, filed in Los An- _ 

geles Superior Court, punctu¬ 
ates Pallotta’s interests of profits over chari¬ 
ty, according to AIDS/Life Cycle organizers. 

“It is unconscionable that a for-profit 
company would try to stop charities from 
raising money to save people’s lives,” said 
Gwenn A. Baldwin, executive director of the 
Los Angeles center. 

The defendants also pointed out that the 
lawsuit was filed only after it became appar¬ 
ent that AIDS/Life Cycle was recruiting a 
large number of participants. 

“This retaliatory move by Pallotta Team¬ 
works is taken in response to our refusal to

renew a contract with them because of large 
cost overruns and other serious budgeting 
and expense improprieties related to this 
year’s California AIDS Ride,” said SFAF Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Pat Christen. “It is extraor¬ 
dinary that a company that claims to care 
about HIV should try to stop a benefit to 
provide life-sustaining services to those very 
same people.” 

Pallotta President Steve Bennett told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the lawsuit to stop 
AIDS/Life Cycle is necessary in order for the 
competing California AIDS Ride to continue 


to thrive. AIDS/Life Cycle is 
scheduled for May 13-19, 2002, 
while California AIDS Ride, now 
benefiting AIDS Project Los An¬ 
geles, will take place June 2-8. 

“If they want to do another 
event of course they should,” 
said Bennett. “But doing this 
ride - particularly choosing to 
do it two weekends before Cali¬ 
fornia AIDS Ride after seven 
years of us doing it together - is 
a deliberate attempt to damage 
California AIDS Ride. They’ve 
always known we were going to 
do California AIDS Ride 9. The 
real questions are, why did they 
have to do the same event? Why 
did they plan this before we fin¬ 
ished negotiating? Why do they 
want to split the community?” 

Round and round 

_ AIDS/Life Cycle was devel¬ 
oped by the L.A. Center and 
SFAF when contract negotiations with Pal¬ 
lotta’s AIDS Ride came to a standstill in Oc¬ 
tober of this year. Since 1994, the AIDS Ride 
had raised millions for the organizations as 
well as for Pallotta, but the event was notori¬ 
ous for its high costs and low percentage of 
returns to the benefiting charities (which this 
past June came in around 52 percent of $11 
million raised). Increasing community con¬ 
cerns about this trend, as well as recent dis¬ 
agreements about over-budget invoices sub¬

D iesel, the Italian-based retailer best 
known for its jeans, has entered into 
negotiations with the Lurie Company 
to lease the empty storefront at the cor¬ 
ner of Castro and Market streets. If Diesel 
inks the deal, the clothing company could be 
open for business as early as April. 

The former site of a Bank of America 
branch, the 2,900 square foot space at 400 
‘^’Castro Street has been vacant since the spring 
when the San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus 
vacated the premises in April. Presently, the 
building is undergoing repairs to its interior 
and will be seismically retrofitted. 

Lurie Company officials expect to wrap up 
the negotiations with Diesel sometime in Jan¬ 
uary. They have also presented a proposal to 
Bank of America that would allow the com¬ 
pany to relocate its ATMs into the 1,500 
square foot space parallel to Castro Street. 

Gene Valla, Lurie Company executive vice 
president, formally announced the talks with 
Diesel at the December 6 meeting of the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Castro. 

“The one thing I do not like is rumors, so 
we have always tried to be up-front. Diesel is 
our primary candidate for the corner part of 
the building,” Valla said at the morning meet¬ 
ing. “Until our discussions with Diesel are 
concluded, we are not talking to anyone else. 
We hope that is what comes to fruition.” 

Diesel marketing director Paul Witt would 
not comment on the lease negotiations, but 
he did say the company felt opening a store 
in the Castro fits with its expansion plans.

I ennis Herrera, a 39-year-old 
: ; partner in a maritime law 

J firm and former Police 
Commission president, defeated 
longtime City Hall fixture Jim 
Lazarus in Tuesday’s runoff elec¬ 
tion to become the next San Fran¬ 
cisco city attorney. The post is 
viewed by many as being the sec¬ 
ond most powerful elected posi¬ 
tion in city government, just be¬ 
hind the mayor. 

Voter turnout in the low-key 
race was only about 15 percent, 
according to elections officials. 
Unofficial returns Tuesday night 
showed Herrera beating Lazarus, 
52.1 percent to 47.4 percent. 

Herrera, who finished second 
and was nearly 15 points behind 
Lazarus in the November 6 elec¬ 
tion to gain the December 11th 
runoff spot, campaigned hard in 
the city’s progressive and LGBT 
communities in his surprising 
come-from-behind victory Tues¬ 
day. 

Herrera was outspent by 
Lazarus, but that didn’t stop him 
from get out the vote efforts that 
included addressing nearly 400 
people at South of Market’s popu¬ 
lar Eagle bar last Sunday after¬ 
noon just two days before voters 
went to the polls. 

Herrera, with unified support 
from the politically powerful 
LGBT community, claimed victo¬ 
ry at an election night party Tues¬ 
day night at Don Ramon’s. Com¬ 
munity leaders including Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno, Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden, and Treasurer 
Susan Leal were at his side, along

Holiday dinner 
needs volunteers

T he AIDS Emergency Fund’s 
annual Christmas Eve dinner 
could be more messy than 
merry if the organization does not 
sign up more volunteers. For the 
first time in the event’s 14-year 
history, the number of people 
committed to helping out is se¬ 
verely less than what is required. 

“We are hurting for volunteers 
this year. It is scary,” said Stan 
Wong, a co-chair of the dinner. 
“Normally, we have quite a lot of 
people who respond. But this year, 
we are at half the number of vol¬ 
unteers we need.” 

As of Monday, December 10, 
Wong said only 70 people had 
signed up to volunteer for the event. 
Usually by this time, at least 200 
people have agreed either to help 
set-up or serve food at the dinner. 

Wong said he is at a loss to ex¬ 
plain the drop-off in interest for 
volunteering at this year’s dinner. 
“I don’t know, it is strange,” he 
said. 

The annual Christmas Eve din¬ 
ner has become a tradition for 
people living with HIV or AIDS 
and have no place to go for the 
holidays. To give them some holi¬ 
day cheer, founding members of 
AEF, along with Lynne Winslow 
and George Macaluso, decided to 
host the dinner. 

The dinner guests have 
changed since that time from 
mainly gay men to whole families 
who come to dine on turkey, meet 
Santa Claus, and enjoy live enter¬ 
tainment. 

“It started out basically for 
people who had no place to go. As 
AIDS has gone more mainstream, 
we get a lot of people from differ¬ 
ent organizations around the city,” 


said Neil Figurelli, who has assist¬ 
ed with the event for the last 
decade. “For a lot of them, this is 
their only hot meal for the day. We 
get a lot more families now, a lot 
more kids.” 

The meal is no small affair. 
AEF and its volunteers cook 80 
turkeys donated by Bon Appetit 
and serve close to 1,500 people 
during three dinner shifts. Under¬ 
writers Beach Blanket Babylon 
and the Richard and Rhoda Gold¬ 
man Fund both give $5,000 to¬ 
ward the meal. Stars from the fa¬ 
mous San Francisco show also 
perform. 

Other individuals and organi¬ 
zations that donate services or 
funds include the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence, Academy of 
Friends, Eli and May Rosen Foun¬ 
dation, Abbott Laboratories, 
Golden Brands beverage distribu¬ 
tor, Project Open Hand, James 
Reid Catering, Now We’re Cook¬ 
ing, Massimo European Catering, 
San Francisco Marriot, and Abby 
Party Rents. 

Held at the War Memorial Per¬ 
forming Arts Center, 401 Van Ness 
Avenue, the dinner has three seat- 
ings, at noon, 1:30, and 3 p.m. Vol¬ 
unteers are needed for four-hour 
shifts throughout the day. Also 
needed are people to help set-up 
on Sunday, December 23 from 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. So far, only two 
people have agreed to come for 
that shift, Wong said. 

“A lot of people like to do it be¬ 
cause it is giving a little something 
back during the holidays. This is a 
high point for a lot of people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS at Christmas,” said 
Wong.

Both leaders are popular in the 
community and Herrera, during 
his victory statement Tuesday 
night, went out of his way to 
thank the strong support he re¬ 
ceived from both the Alice B. Tok- 
las and Harvey Milk LGBT Demo¬ 
cratic clubs. 

Lazarus, a former longtime aide 
to Senator Dianne Feinstein, was 
heavily favored to win the runoff 
election. He had the endorsements 
of the city’s powerful leaders, in¬ 
cluding Feinstein, Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley, former Mayor Frank 
Jordan, the Republican Party, and 
both the San Francisco Chronicle 
and San Francisco Examiner. He 
was hurt in the LGBT community 
after the disclosure late last month 
that he accepted $500, the maxi¬ 
mum amount, from United Air¬ 
lines, which is still tied up in feder¬ 
al court fighting the city over the 
landmark equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance. 

Herrera was strongly endorsed 
by the gay press, including the Bay 
Area Reporter. His campaign man¬ 
ager was veteran political consul¬ 
tant Jim Rivaldo, co-manager of 
Harvey Milk’s successful supervi¬ 
sorial campaign in 1978. Herrera 
will take office in January. ▼

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Positive Resource 
Center lays off staff

lready suffering from a 
j ‘ precipitous drop in private 

donations, Positive Re¬ 
source Center’s board of direc¬ 
tors laid off five staff members 
last week after failing to renew a 
government contract worth 
$750,000 it had received in 1999. 
Tonight, the 11-member board 
will vote on the agency’s budget 
for next year, which will be less 
than the revised 2001 budget of 
$1.6 million. 

“What it means to PRC is that 
we have to step back and smartly 
identify those core services that 
we provide and ensure that we 
continue to provide those ser¬ 
vices to our current clients,” said 
board president Mark Murphy. 
“Over the next month or so we 
will be having to redefine how we 
provide both benefit counseling 
and employment services.” 

The agency, which recently 
announced that Executive Direc¬ 
tor Ken Bukowski would resign 
at the end of this month, an¬ 
nounced the layoffs last Friday, 
December 7. The agency let go of 
two administrators and three 
staffers from its employee ser¬ 
vices group. 

“Two of the five were more 
administrative-related positions 
so the focus was to have as mini¬ 
mal an impact on services as pos¬ 
sible. And so as staff, we are 
going to have to be creative 
about the way we provide ser¬ 
vices,” said Bukowski, who 
warned PRC will likely not be 
alone in having to cut staff. “It is 
going to be a more and more 
common story over the next cou¬ 
ple of months not only among 
nonprofits but among AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations.” 

Started in 1987, PRC provides 
HIV/AIDS counseling and em¬ 
ployment services to 2,500 
clients annually. Before the 
staffing cut, the agency employed 
26 full-time employees. The loss 
in staff comes just as the need for 
PRC’s services is increasing. 

“The ironic thing is we’ve 
been seeing a 10 to 15 percent in¬ 


crease in clients over the last half 
of the year due to the economy 
because for-profits are laying off 
staff,” said Bukowski. 

The dramatic rise in the num¬ 
ber of people who need PRC’s 
services is taxing both of the 
agency’s programs. 

“Because of the success of 
HARRT therapies, more people 
are regaining health and are hav¬ 
ing to respond to benefits-related 
issues,” said Murphy, who will 
serve as interim executive direc¬ 
tor pro bono for the agency. “And 
in the same light, more people 
than ever, quite frankly, are con¬ 
sidering return-to-work options.” 

The board decided it had to 
trim staff in early October, when 
the three-year grant from the 
U.S. Department of Education 
ended. The agency had applied 
again for the grant, but Murphy 
said the competition this time 
out was horrendous. 

“Three years ago the number 
of contracts that they gave or of¬ 
fered and the number of people 
who applied were much less. 
This time they gave out six 
grants and over 300 people ap¬ 
plied nationwide for these par¬ 
ticular grants,” said Murphy. 
“While the grant had enabled us 
to expand our staff, all efforts to 
reapply for this highly competi¬ 
tive DOE grant, as well as secure 
other replacement funding, were 
not successful.” 

Over the last few years, Mur¬ 
phy said PRC has been able to 
grow its programs through a 
combination of government sup¬ 
port and corporate grants. This 
year, the agency’s fortunes have 
been dramatically different. 

“We really got hit by a double 
whammy whij:h was not receiv¬ 
ing the DOE grant as well as the 
economic downturn which af¬ 
fected us this past year, and we 
know will affect us this coming 
year in terms of unrestricted 
funding,” he said. 

However, having to close the 
agency’s doors is not imminent, 
and the board is taking a three- 
step approach to bolster its 
fundraising efforts. 

“We are going to speak to

PRC’s close friends in asking 
them for their continued sup¬ 
port; we are going to reach out to 
the community who knows PRC 
and respects our work and ask 
for their support; and we are 
going to work with funders to 
again recommit their support for 
the work that we do,” said Mur¬ 
phy. “I would call on our and 
other agencies’ supporters and 
funders not to lose sight that at 
this time the work must contin¬ 
ue.” 

The agency’s financial 
predicament should not hamper 
its efforts to attract a new execu¬ 
tive director, said Bukowski. 

“I think the agency’s reputa¬ 
tion and history of service is 
going to play a larger role in 
someone’s decision than a short¬ 
term need to lay off staff,” said 
Bukowski, who steps down on 
December 20. V

Supe Leno moves to fix 
domestic partner inequity

upervisor Mark Leno has 
placed a charter amendment 
; f on the March ballot to fix an 
inequity that has denied the do¬ 
mestic partners of some retired 
San Francisco city employees any 
benefits from the city’s health plan 
and retirement system. 

When the city’s original do¬ 
mestic partnership benefits char¬ 
ter amendment passed at the polls 
in November 1994, it provided re¬ 
tirement benefits for domestic 
partners who had registered their 
partnership at least one year prior. 
If an employee retired on or be¬ 
fore that date though, they could 
not have complied with the one- 
year registration requirement be¬ 
cause the retirement system had 
no registration mechanism in 
place. As a result, they have been 
excluded from benefits ever since. 
Leno’s charter amendment seeks 
to correct this problem by waiving 


the registration requirement for 
employees who retired on or be¬ 
fore the election day of November 
8,1994. 

The retirement system’s Kieran 
Murphy stated that he estimates 
about 20 individuals would be af¬ 
fected by Leno’s amendment, with 
a total cost to the city of approxi¬ 
mately $250,000. Murphy didn’t 
think this would mean much to 
the financial health of the system, 
which had a surplus of $2.83 bil¬ 
lion as of June of this year. 

One of those who would bene¬ 
fit from the change is retired As¬ 
sistant District Attorney Ken 
Cady. Cady was the first openly 
gay lawyer in the DA’s office, and 
retired in 1993. He and his part¬ 
ner, David Tan, have been togeth¬ 
er since 1982. “We met all the eli¬ 
gibility requirements except they 
didn’t include anyone who had al¬ 
ready retired,” said Cady. 

“If I were married, my spouse 
would have been entitled to inher¬ 
it at least half my pension. Gay 


employees were not allowed to in¬ 
herit,” continued Cady. 

In addition to the pension ben¬ 
efit, if Leno’s charter amendment 
passes at the polls in March, the 
domestic partners of these retired 
city employees would also get half 
of their health insurance premi¬ 
ums paid by the city. 

At the time the original charter 
amendment was written, its au¬ 
thors knew about the gap, said 
Leno. 

“It was more an accident than 
anything else,” said the retirement 
system’s Murphy. “When you’re 
putting in something new like this 
in front of the voters, you want to 
keep it as restricted and as nar¬ 
rowly focused as you can. At the 
time, the main thing was to get 
this passed for future retirees.” 

“It’s just about fairness,” said 
Leno. “Anyone in a domestic part¬ 
nership should have equal bene¬ 
fits. It was about political expedi¬ 
ency. This is about cleaning up the 
rough edges.” ▼

An index of appropri¬ 
ate services and programs and a 
bilingual Spanish-speaking staff 
rounds out the offerings. The re¬ 
source room is expected to ex¬ 
pand with time to include more 
personal features. 

Friday’s free open house in¬ 
cludes refreshments, a tour of the 
facilities, and an orientation of the 
services offered. The Women’s 
Building is at 3543 18th Street and 
accessible by the 14,22,26,33, and 
49 Muni bus lines, the J Church 
Muni line, and is near the 16th 
Street BART station.

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HIV/AIDS prevention 
messages again questioned

H s the merits of certain 
\ HIV/AIDS prevention mes- 
mw sages and programs have 
come under government scrutiny, 
a second San Francisco health pro¬ 
fessional has publicly questioned 
current prevention methods. 

Dr. James Kahn, associate di¬ 
rector of San Francisco General 
Hospital’s Positive Health Pro¬ 
gram, admitted at a World AIDS 
Day event that those trying to pre¬ 
vent the spread of HIV have so far 
failed to understand how best to 
achieve that goal. 

“By 1999, in every census tract, 
even in the Presidio, we have cases 
of AIDS in our city. What that 
means to me is we haven’t crafted 
a good enough prevention mes¬ 
sage yet,” said Kahn, who was in¬ 
vited to speak by Out and Equal 
Workplace Advocates at its De¬ 
cember 7 Pride Power Breakfast. 
“We need a message different for 
each block. We are just beginning 
to come to grips with the different 
way people process prevention 
messages.” 

Last month, Dr. Tom Coates, 
director of the University of Cali- 
forhia at San Francisco AIDS Re¬ 
search Institute and Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies, suggest¬ 
ed in an interview with Gay.com 
that many HIV/AIDS prevention 
programs should be stopped due 
to their lack of effectiveness. 

According to Kahn, at least one 
message seems to be working. The 
public seems to understand the need 
to be treated for the deadly virus. 

“The message to come in and 
get treated is doing well in our 
community,” Kahn said. “Our 
clinic is bursting at the seams. We 
are going to create a new clinic to 
deal with all these patients.” 

Coates joined Kahn to speak at 
the morning gathering, held at 
UCSF’s Millberry Conference 
Center, which was titled “How 
AIDS has Changed the Workplace: 
The Role of Workplace Advocacy.” 
Both Kahn and Coates warned the 
nearly 50 people in attendance 
that although vaccines for 
HIV/AIDS will someday be made 
available, they will not wipe out 
the virus. 

“Vaccines will never prevent in¬ 
fection. People will still get HIV,” 
said Coates, who predicts it will be 
at least 10 to 20 years before a vac¬ 
cine is approved. “What a vaccine 
will change is the course of the ill-

ness. It will reduce the burden of 
the disease in the community.” 

He added “HIV is here to stay. 
It is here to stay in otir communi¬ 
ty. We have to learn to live with it 
and use it as an opportunity to en¬ 
gage in self-reflective thought.” 

While activists like those be¬ 
longing to ACT UP/San Francisco 
argue AIDS is over, Coates said the 
number of gay men testing posi¬ 
tive for HIV is not declining. 

“At least 30 percent of gay men 
have HIV That will probably go up 
and not go down,” he said. “We can’t 
allude ourselves living in this bub-

ble that things are great out there.” 

When asked about assistance 
from the federal government in 
combating HIV/AIDS, Coates said 
he did not have much faith in Pres¬ 
ident Bush’s AIDS czar, Scott Evertz, 
who he labeled the “token homo¬ 
sexual” within the administration. 

“He is out of his depth of ex¬ 
pertise and has no political clout 
in the administration,” said Coates 
in response to a question. 

Coates, who said he came out 
of the closet partly due to his de¬ 
sire to enter into the field of 
HIV/AIDS research, told the audi¬ 
ence that HIV/AIDS has had some 
positive impacts on society. 

“HIV/AIDS has pointed a fin¬ 
ger at everything that is wrong in 
society. HIV/AIDS has pointed its 
finger at homophobia,” said 
Coates, who recounted that many 
of his mentors advised him not to 
enter into AIDS research as a ca¬ 
reer. “It has made us ask the ques¬ 
tion: what are we going to do 
about alternative families? If we 
get to the end of the epidemic and 
haven’t learned that, then this epi¬ 
demic has been in vain.” ▼ 


so much as during the winter 
months,” said Amilcar Mayen, Do¬ 
lores Housing Program director. 
The program is the only emergency 
food and shelter service in the Mis¬ 
sion district, providing 120 men per 
night with a culturally appropriate 
environment, food, case manage¬ 
ment, medical attention, and Eng¬ 
lish classes. Founded in 1982, DSCS 
programs include the housing pro¬ 
gram; the Richard M. Cohen resi¬ 
dence for people with AIDS; and a 
busy community center.

“The best things for us come in 
the travel sizes, because that way 
people don’t have to share person¬ 
al items at the facility,” said Mason 
Jeffrys, development manager for 
DSCS. “A lot of people put a lot of 
different items together in a kit, 
which works really well.”

Donate your blankets 
and toiletries this winter 
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A matter of fairness 


T oday, New York’s Empire State Pride 
Agenda and the Stonewall Community 
Foundation will announce the estab¬ 
lishment of the September 11 Gay and Lesbian 
Family Fund to assist the surviving partners 
of gay and lesbian individuals killed in the ter¬ 
rorist attacks. With $140,000 in donations, the 
fund will be administered by the New York 
Gay end Lesbian Anti-Violence Project and is 
expected to be divided equally among the es¬ 
timated three dozen surviving partners. 

This development - along with last 
week’s announcement by gay groups that 
the American Red Cross has issued formal 
guidelines stating that same-sex survivors 
are eligible for September 11 relief money 
from that organization - goes a long way in 
ensuring fairness for gay and lesbian sur¬ 
viving partners of those killed in the attacks, 
particularly in New York. 

As survivors start applying for financial 
assistance in the aftermath of September 11, 
it has become clear to some that the concept 
of fairness is one which will be debated by 
government officials overseeing the federal 
compensation funds, the myriad charitable 
groups that have sprung up in the last three 
months, and those seeking financial assis¬ 
tance. With millions of dollars raised specif¬ 
ically for the survivors of uniformed per¬ 
sonnel who were killed, it’s heartening to see 
the LGBT community step up to the plate 
with the establishment of a specific fund for 
members of our community. We reported 
earlier on efforts of the Stonewall Commu¬ 
nity Foundation to collect donations for the 
survivors; it’s good to know that now the 
money will be handed out. 

Members of our community who lost 
partners in the attacks still face barriers in 
obtaining relief assistance - whether it be 
nonprofit, state, or federal aid. There is a 
lack of legal recognition of gay families, 
leading to the denial of benefits such as 
workers compensation and Social Security 
that are afforded automatically to spouses. 

Several gay rights groups, including ESPA, 
the Anti-Violence Project, and Lambda Legal 


Defense and Education Fund, met with Red 
Cross officials last month to seek assurances 
that the organization would establish an of¬ 
ficial policy for fair treatment for gay 
and lesbian families. The New York ( 

chapter of the Red Cross re- ^ 
sponded quickly, appointing a li- 
aison to oversee quality and con- 
sistency of service to the LGBT 
community. Additionally, guidelines 
from the Red Cross indicate that any one 
of many criteria may be used by agency 
workers as evidence of a rela¬ 
tionship; these range from joint 
lease agreements to evidence of 
receiving domestic partner 
benefits from an employer. Registered do¬ 
mestic partnership is not required, it is only 
one way to prove a relationship, the guide¬ 
lines state. The Red Cross has broadly defined 



families eligible for money. 

The willingness of officials and agencies 
in New York to recognize that gays and les¬ 
bians are among those eligible for assistance 
contrasts with the situation in Virginia, 
site of the Pentagon attack. There, at 
least one surviving lesbian partner 
may lose her home because she can’t 
get assistance that heterosexual sur¬ 
vivors are receiving. 

What this says to us is that we must 
continue to push for equal benefits 
and, in the absence of gay mar¬ 
riage, strong domestic partner 
laws in states that don’t have 
them. Legal recognition of our 
relationships is one of the current hurdles our 
community faces, and as we all know, gays and 
lesbians were among the victims of the terror¬ 
ism that struck three long months ago. T 
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Kicked to the curb by HRC, NGLTF

M ichael Warner observed recently in 
the Village Voice Literary Supple¬ 
ment that: “we have become spec¬ 
tators to our own movement.” A quick look 
at the conduct of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign and the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force over the past year illustrates just 
how true this is for homeless lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender youth. 

A shocking pattern of neglect readily 
emerges. In 2001, our leading community 
advocacy organizations continued a long¬ 
standing trend by pouring their vast re¬ 
sources primarily into other issues and ac¬ 
tivities - such as domestic partner benefits, 
marriage rights, workplace equality, adop¬ 
tion rights, hate crimes, ballot initiatives, 
and community organizing - literally at the 
expense of our homeless youth. 

HRC’s response to the September 11 
tragedy offers a case in point. HRC is cor¬ 
rect to fight for the rights of affected LGBT 
families, and HRC’s creation of a special re¬ 
lief fund is admirable. Yet, thousands of 
LGBT youth call the streets of New York and 
other American cities “home,” and the death 
toll from this crisis continues to mount. 
These youths have no slice of the $ 1 billion- 
plus pie to claim. Many don’t even have a 
place for their heads at night. When does 
HRC fight for their rights, or for their lives? 

Considering the fundraising letter I re¬ 
cently received from HRC - no time soon. 
Reading it in fact, if you didn’t know other¬ 
wise, you would never even guess that a 
large-scale and deadly crisis afflicts the 
youth in our community. HRC, it begins, 
“works to end discrimination, secure equal 
rights, and protect the health and safety of 
all Americans.” Surely a resolute effort to ad¬ 
dress homelessness among LGBT youth falls 
well within this mission. 

Not according to the recently announced 
HRC Equality Fund Grants for 2001 how¬ 


ever. Out of $104,000 awarded, only about 
$20,000 (and only in part) went to any 
LGBT youth-related efforts, and none went 
toward efforts benefiting homeless youth. 

HRC’s impending purchase of a $10 mil¬ 
lion building for its headquarters in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., one that will require $10-$12 
million more in renovations, presents there¬ 
fore a particularly grievous irony. Within this 
context of neglect and while countless 
thousands of our youth remain home¬ 
less, HRC is buying itself an expen¬ 
sive new home. 

That LGBT youth, by some esti¬ 
mates, represent at least 20 to 40 
percent of homeless youth, places 
this neglect further into perspec¬ 
tive. When you consider the stag¬ 
gering number of youths 
overall - some sources say 
500,000 to 1.5 million - 
who run away or are 
forced from their homes each year, the cri¬ 
sis facing LGBT youth becomes self-evident. 

Compounding this tragedy is the often 
hostile environment LGBT youth face at 
homeless and runaway shelters. Few geared 
toward their needs exist at all. Consequent¬ 
ly, many youths must resort to prostitution 
to survive, profoundly increasing their risk 
of contracting HIV/AIDS and other sexual¬ 
ly transmitted diseases. Each night on the 
streets also places these kids at further risk 
of violence, drug and alcohol addiction, and 
suicide. 

Faced with a crisis of this magnitude, 
NGLTF’s record over the past year therefore 
appears equally dismal. The group’s Na¬ 
tional Policy Roundtable convened last 
spring “to provide a forum for discussion, 
strategic thinking, information sharing, and 
development of collaborative projects.” 
Surely, when the leaders of our community 
gather with such a heady mission, this crisis 
of homelessness among our youth would be 
near the top of the agenda - or at least on it. 
Not so, according to the press release issued 


at its conclusion. 

This trend continued through the year. 
Absent as well from the agenda of the 
group’s recent Creating Change conference, 
billed as “the National Conference for the 
GLBT Movement,” was any mention of 
homeless LGBT youth. According to the 
press release: “Creating Change consists of 
eight daylong pre-conference institutes, four 
plenary sessions, more than 150 workshops, 
seminars, caucuses, and networking ses¬ 
sions.” Doesn’t NGLTF consider this deadly 
crisis worthy of even one workshop, let 

___ alone a conference? 

Amazingly, out of approxi¬ 
mately 70 press releases posted 
on the group’s Web site this 
year, only a handful are LGBT 
youth-related and none 
are related to this crisis. 
Wow! 

Though snapshots, to¬ 
gether these facts and figures do present a 
startling picture. HRC and NGLTF have in¬ 
explicably abandoned homeless LGBT 
youth to their fate. While it is true their ef¬ 
forts this year in other areas may indirectly 
benefit LGBT youth, the reverse may also be 
true. Many more are at risk of becoming 
homeless because they are being raised 
within intolerant homes, churches, schools, 
and communities where they remain most 
vulnerable to the backlash progress brings. 
And as winter closes in around the nation, 
the plight of those already homeless be¬ 
comes only more acute - and more deadly. 

Intentionally or not, Michael Warner 
spoke poignantly to their alienation. Hav¬ 
ing been kicked to the curb by HRC and 
NGLTF, our youth on America’s streets 
would have difficulty catching even a 
glimpse of our “movement!” T

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Migden on DP law 

I read with interest Richard Starkeson’s comments 
regarding AB25, the newly enacted domestic partner 
legislation [Mailstrom, December 6], I thought his 
comments were insightful and would have appreciat¬ 
ed the benefit of his educated perspective as the bill 
was progressing through the Legislature. His view on 
community property contrasts with other views in the 
community, but his knowledgeable input is very wel¬ 
come. 

Regarding the wrongful death provision, Mr. 
Starkeson is correct that there is a technical confor¬ 
mity error. Such errors are routine in the legislative 
process, dealing with hundreds of very complex bills, 
such as AB25, in a short period of time. The Legisla¬ 
ture routinely “cleans up” these errors in subsequent 
legislation, and we are working to do just that. 

However, it is clear in AB25 that the Legislature ex¬ 
tended the right to bring a wrongful death action to 
domestic partners. Each relevant clause of the provi¬ 
sion explicitly refers to domestic partners, notwith¬ 
standing the ambiguous reference to succession 
rights. To suggest that the bill does otherwise vastly 
overstates the case. 

I hope Mr. Starkeson will feel free to contact my 
office regarding this concern or any other.

Support for Palestine 

Vince Quackenbush’s exhortation to the LGBT 
communities to support the U.S. war in Central Asia 
contains errors, unfounded assertions, and scarce 
logic [Guest Opinion, November 22]. One common 
mistake is the statement that “close to 6,000 of our cit¬ 
izens and legal visitors have been butchered.” In fact, 
according to a New York Times report two weeks ago, 
the real number is just over 3,000, which is still a hor¬ 
rifying loss of life. But the U.S. media has been slow to 
report the new numbers, because they fear that our 



claim to the worst atrocity in history, and to infinite 
retaliation on that grounds, might be weakened. 

Quackenbush says this is a just war, by the legal 
standard requiring, “legal provocation, an achievable 
goal and measured responses.” The legal provocation 
might be there, although the government has repeat¬ 
edly refused to present any evidence to anyone that 
Osama bin Ladin, or the Taliban, and certainly not the 
women and children of Afghanistan, were responsi¬ 
ble for the attacks on the World Trade Center and the 
Pentagon. But how can there be an achievable goal, 
when Quackenbush himself calls the terrorists an 
“amorphous network”? And what was measured 
about the massacre at Mazar-e-Sharif, where U.S. mis¬ 
siles fired on men who were handcuffed? 

Quackenbush might well be skeptical about the 
U.S.’s ability to make use of the World Court, since the 
U.S., after being sanctioned by the court for its un¬ 
lawful commission and financing of terrorist actions 
in Nicaragua, rejected its jurisdiction and vetoed a 
resolution calling on all states to obey international 
law. And of course more recently, the U.S. has refused 
to ratify the treaty calling for an International Crim¬ 
inal Court. 

In recent years, the U.S. government has killed, 
conservatively, 100,000 people in the bombing of Iraq 
(I don’t speak of the 1.5 million killed by the ongoing 
sanctions, which Quackenbush so cavalierly dismiss¬ 
es), 20,000 in Nicaragua, 40,000 in El Salvador, 5,000 
in Panama, and 1 million in Indonesia. 

Quackenbush says he will not “allow statements to 
be made, without answer, that the United States leans 
too heavily in Israel’s favor.” But he does not answer 
those statements, which are irrefutable. One-third of 
all U.S. foreign aid goes to Israel, which contains .001 
percent of the world’s population and has the 
16th highest per capita income in the 
world, higher than Saudi Arabia, Spain, 
and New Zealand. By contrast, the U.S. 
gave less than 2 percent of that amount 
last year to the Palestinians in Gaza, 60- 
70 percent of whom are below the 
poverty level. During the so-called 
peace process the poverty rate among 
Palestinians doubled, as Israel confis¬ 
cated more land to make room for Jewish-only settle¬ 
ments. Israel never negotiated with the Palestinians in 
good faith. When Israelis are killed (one-tenth as 
many as Palestinians since September 2000), Israel 
and the U.S. give Palestinian President Yasser Arafat 
“ultimatums” backed up by shelling his house. Who 
gets to give ultimatums to Israeli Prime Minister 
Sharon? The U.S. has vetoed numerous U.N. resolu¬ 
tions calling on Israel to abide by the Geneva Con¬ 
ventions and other international laws. Right now, the 
U.S. government and U.S. media are boycotting meet¬ 
ings in Geneva to investigate whether Israel has vio¬ 
lated the Geneva Conventions. 

Shortly before September 11, the U.S. blocked ef¬ 
forts to bring an international peacekeeping force to 
Palestine, exactly the kind we are preparing to install 
in Afghanistan. This solution was good enough for 
Bosnia, Somalia, Yugoslavia, and Cambodia; why not 
Palestine? 

Mr. Quackenbush asks “does anyone seriously be¬ 
lieve ... we will repeat the Japanese-American intern¬ 
ment tragedy?” I think the 1,100 or more people now 
being held without charge or access to attorneys and 
with no demonstrated link to anyone connected with 
September 11 believe it. Every Arab American and 
Muslim American I know believes it. 

LGBT people, as oppressed people in this society, 
should support liberation for Palestine, and for the 
women and men of Afghanistan on their own terms. 
We should support real justice for the people who 
died in the attacks - justice in the courts, and justice 
in U.S. policies toward the rest of the world. I urge 
people to check out news sources like democra- 
cynow.org and indymedia.com to find out many 
things we are not told about our government’s poli¬ 
cies. Those who want to get involved in preventing fu¬ 
ture attacks both against and by the U.S. might want 
to contact QUIT!

Corporations versus taxpayers 

We are in the midst of a two-prong war. While we 
are being diverted by the war in Afghanistan there is 
a war right here in the United States.

Request from Ireland 

Living with HIV can often be an emotional roller 
coaster, especially for those of us who don’t have a 
network of friends or are isolated due to logistics. I 
write a column in an Irish gay newspaper about living 
with the HIV virus and how to cope with the many 
different aspects of daily life for positive people. While 
there seems to be a lot of support from the medical 
profession - especially around medications and all the 
physical aspects of living with HIV - another impor¬ 
tant aspect of living with HIV is the emotional side of 
living day to day as a positive person. It needs to be 
addressed as much as the medical side. What about 
the constant feeling of being “damaged goods”? The 
waiting for something to happen? The whole sex 
thing? Will I ever be able to meet someone and have 
a relationship? How will this person react to the news 
that I am positive? I should be living a normal life but 
how can I move on from here? What will I do if I get 
sick and can’t work anymore? I can afford to rent 
somewhere now but rents are getting so high what 
will I do if I get sick? How would the other people in 
the work place react to the news that I am positive? 
Can I move to another country? 

On the brighter side it’s nice to have a future to 
worry about, or is it? The days of the AIDS activist 


seems to have all but disappeared. What is left are 
groups fighting with each other and dishing the drug 
companies and trashing the medical profession which 
in my view are the only people keeping us alive. I un¬ 
derstand that the drug companies should be making 
access to medication a right for everyone and I am tak¬ 
ing their drugs. Am I being hypocritical in condemn¬ 
ing the drug companies but also taking their drugs? 

From the dark days of the early 1980s to the late 
1990s the changes have been significant. The ques¬ 
tions we face now are much more complex. Instead of 
“Will I be buried or cremated?” and “Who will I leave 
my cat to?”, it’s “How will I get a loan from the bank 
for a house?” and “Should I get a pension plan?” 

I used to be an advocate for coming out of the HIV 
closet because being visible achieved our goals of 
bringing down the price of drugs, shorter drug trials, 
and getting funding. The words “Silence=Death” were 
on everyone’s lips. I went into the hospital for three 
weeks for an intravenous drug trial for the first 
human trials of anti-HIV drugs and at the time it 
seemed as if we were all making a difference. 

The changes that have taken place over the past six 
or seven years are cause for celebration - after all, our 
brothers are living longer, healthier lives; and the 
death rate has dramatically decreased in the gay com¬ 
munity. But apathy around HIV infection has had a 
huge impact on infection rates all over the Western 
world. 

I will admit for a long time I did not care about 
HIV infection. As far as I was concerned I was positive 
and others could take care of themselves. I don’t mean 
I was having unsafe sex but the idea of trying to edu¬ 
cate others around safe sex was not interesting to me. 
It was the loss I felt when a couple of my younger 
friends, aged 22 and 25, died that I realized that we 
had to do something to stop this epidemic. Nowadays, 
younger gay men are not having the wake-up call we 
did - thank God - and the infection rates are going 
up and up. 

I am a great believer in peer support and I have 
raised these questions for a couple of reasons. One is 
that these are the questions that are raised most often 
by the positive people I know and another is in the 
hope that maybe some of you who read this letter will 
e-mail me and let others know how you are coping 
with some of the questions I have raised. You can con¬ 
tact me at hivhealtft@gcn.ie or Noel Walsh @GCN.

No privilege for Sir 

When I made Sir: Just a Normal Guy, part of my 
motivation was to spark discussion of trans issues, 
particularly the validation that trans people receive 
(and don’t receive) from the larger queer community. 
In that sense, I must thank your film reviewer Gary 
Morris /“Expanding tranny horizons,” November 15] 
for providing the opportunity to initiate that discus¬ 
sion through his questioning whether Jay Snider, the 
protagonist in Sir, transitioned in pursuit of white 
male privilege. 

Even if men did not have privilege, Jay would still 
have transitioned, because he is a man who was born 
into a body that was not male. His transition was 
about changing his body, not his role in society. Jay 
was a child when he had his first realization that he 
was male, and grew up knowing that he did not fit his 
female body. Morris posited that white male privilege 
could be what Jay was “really after,” but how could 
someone at 11 years of age make that sort of decision? 
(Besides, Jay is Jewish, whom many do not regard as 
white.) For the first 28 years of his life, Jay’s daily com¬ 
panions were intense psychological dislocation from 
his body and chronic depression at feeling that some¬ 
thing was deeply wrong with him. In the title, “nor¬ 
mal” is used because his transition was the first time 
in his life that he felt natural or comfortable within 
his skin. That sense of ease is a privilege that those of 
us who are not trans enjoy without a second thought. 

That Jay, or any FTM who chooses surgery or hor¬ 
mones, transitions in order to gain male privilege is 
an analysis that invalidates the recognition of oneself 
as genuinely male, and disregards the tremendous 
self-doubt, depression, anxiety, and courage that pre¬ 
cede and surround making this difficult, permanent 
decision. And then there is the price - transitioning is 
costly both emotionally and financially. Rather than 
gain privilege, most transsexuals - FTM or MTF - risk 
discrimination in both the lesbian/gay and straight 
worlds. 

Jay was remarkably fortunate to have a very ac¬ 
cepting circle of intimates during his transition. He 
has also had his share of discrimination and difficul¬ 
ties, such as alienation from his family. As a docu- 
mentarian, I was delighted to be able to include so 
many successes and points of progress during his 
transition, but do not believe that his positive experi¬ 
ences add up to acquisition of male privilege.

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Ballot measures and 
candidates set for 
March primary

ecember 7 was the final day 
for congressional and leg¬ 
islative candidates in the 
state to decide whether they want 
their names on the March 5 bal¬ 
lot. There were few surprises and 
no last-minute candidates in any 
of the major parties. 

In addition, California voters 
will face the lightest ballot in eight 
years when they go to the polls in 
March; they will vote on only one 
measure put on the ballot by ini¬ 
tiative petition and five other mat¬ 
ters placed there by the Legisla¬ 
ture. For the moment, anyway, 
Californians’ well-known 
appetite for ballot box 
lawmaking has apparent¬ 
ly subsided. Political ex¬ 
perts say the lull is most 
likely attributed to the 
lingering energy crisis, 
a struggling economy, 
one-party rule 
in Sacramento, 
and a primary 
electorate likely 
to be narrowly conservative and 
unfriendly toward more state 
spending. Only five measures have 
qualified for the March 5, 2001 
ballot - they are: 

Proposition 40 - California 
Clean Water, Clear Air, Safe 
Neighborhood Parks, and 
Coastal Protection Act of 
2002 : An act to add Chapter 

I. 696 to Division 5 of the Public 
Resources Code. The measure 
calls for financing the acquisition, 
development, restoration, protec¬ 
tion, rehabilitation, stabilization, 
reconstruction, and preservation 
of park, coastal, and agricultural 
land; and air and historic re¬ 
sources in the state. Financing 
would be provided through an 
election for, and the issuance and 
sale of, state bonds. 

Proposition 41 - Voting 
Modernization Bond Act of 
2002: This would add Article 3 to 
Chapter 3 of Division 19 of the 
Elections Code, relating to financ¬ 
ing a program to modernize vot¬ 
ing equipment by providing funds 
through the issuance and sale of 
state bonds. 

Proposition 42 - Trans¬ 
portation Funding: Sales and 
Use Tax Revenues: (Assembly 
Constitutional Amendment 4): 
An act to add Article XIX B, relat¬ 
ing to transportation. 

Proposition 43 - Right to 
Have Vote Counted: (Assembly 
Constitutional Amendment 9): 
An act to ad Section 2.5 to Article 

II, relating to suffrage. 

Proposition 44 - Insurance 

Fraud: An act to amend sections 
of the Business and Professions 
Code, Insurance code, and Vehicle 
Code relating to insurance fraud. 

Proposition 45- Legislative 
Term Limits, Local Voter Peti¬ 
tions: Allows registered voters in 
an Assembly or Senate district to 
submit petition signatures to per¬ 
mit their incumbent state legisla¬ 
tor to run for re-election and serve 
for an additional four years maxi¬ 
mum, if a majority of voters ap¬ 
prove. This option would only be 
permitted once per legislator, pe¬ 
titions would be filed before the 
end of the legislator’s final term, 


and petition signatures would be 
subject to specified requirements. 

Statewide candidates 

The lineup of major candidates 
for statewide constitutional offices 
include the following: 

Governor: Incumbent Demo¬ 
crat Governor Gray Davis will be 
the Democratic party nominee. 
Three Republicans will fight it out 
for the right to take on Davis next 
November. They are: California 
Secretary of State Bill Jones, for¬ 
mer Los Angeles Mayor Richard 
Riordan, and Los Angeles banker 
William E. Simon. 

Lieutenant Governor. In¬ 
cumbent Democratic 
Lieutenant Governor 
Cruz Bustamante 
will be nominated for 
another term. Re¬ 
publican state Sena¬ 
tor Bruce McPher¬ 
son (Santa Cruz) will 
win the GOP primary 
in March and 
face Busta¬ 
mante in No¬ 
vember. 

McPherson, whose son, Hunter, 
was murdered during a robbery 
on a San Francisco street a few 
weeks ago, announced last week 
that he will continue to seek the 
GOP nomination for lieutenant 
governor, saying that his son 
would want it that way. 

Secretary of State: This is an 
open seat. Former Secretary of 
State March Fong Eu, Michela 
Alioto (the 1998 Democratic 
nominee for the post), and San 
Francisco Assemblyman Kevin 
Shelley, all Democrats, will face- 
off in March to see who faces for¬ 
mer Assemblyman Keith Olberg, 
expected to be the Republican 
nominee, in November. 

Controller: Republican state 
Senator Tom McClintock 
(Thousand Oaks) is favored to de¬ 
feat Board of Equalization mem¬ 
ber Dean Andal (Stockton) for 
the GOP nomination. On the De¬ 
mocratic side, former eBay Inc. 
executive Steve Westly, a new¬ 
comer to elective politics, is fa¬ 
vored to best another Board of 
Equalization member, Johan 
Klehs, for the nomination. 

Treasurer: Democratic in¬ 
cumbent Phil Angelides will be 
nominated for re-election. Phillip 
Con Ion, a former member of the 
state Public Utilities Commission 
(appointed by former Governor 
Pete Wilson) will win the Re¬ 
publican nomination to face An¬ 
gelides in November. 

Attorney General: Democra¬ 
tic incumbent Bill Lockyer is the 
only candidate of his party. Re¬ 
publican state Senator Dick Ack¬ 
erman (Fullerton) is the sole 
GOP candidate, and the two will 
face-off in the November election. 

Insurance Commissioner: 
This also is an open seat and three 
Democrats, former state Insur¬ 
ance Commissioner John Gara- 
mendi, former Assemblyman 
Tom Umberg, and Assemblyman 
Tom Calderon (Montebello) will 
face-off for their party’s nomina¬ 
tion. State Republicans will chose 
between two candidates - Wes 
Bannister of Orange County and 
Gary Mendoza of Los Angeles. 
Most political observers expect it 


will be Garamendi and Bannister 
in the November election.

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A different kind 
of conversion

! ypically, I avoid discussing 
religion - but this is not typ¬ 
ical. 

I was recently informed of a 
group called El Shaddai Resurrec¬ 
tion in the Los Angeles area, 
whose members have made it 
their mission to help transgen- 
dered people. On the surface, it 
sounds quite positive. They are 
providing food, clothing, and 
shelter for transgendered sex 
workers. 

It comes with a catch: in order 
to receive their compassion, you 
must present in your birth gender, 
regardless of surgical status or any 
other circumstances. No worries 
about where one fits in the trans¬ 
gendered spectrum: one size fits 
all. 

Moreover, they put intersexed 
individuals into the same catego¬ 
ry, and claim that chromosomes 
can “usually determine the domi¬ 
nant sex” of an intersexed person. 
I would love to know just who is 
administering these chromosome 
tests. 

I spoke with one of the leaders 
of this group recently. It was made 
clear to me that their primary goal 
is not compassion, but conver¬ 
sion. 

It brought two things to mind. 

I saw a film a couple of years 
ago called The Transformation. It 
was about a similar ministry that 
was plucking up desperate trans¬ 
gendered folks from the “Salt 
Mines” of New York City. For 
much of the film, it followed one 
of their converts, Ricardo (a.k.a. 
Sara) an HIV-positive transgen¬ 
dered sex worker. They gave her a 
nice home in Texas, helped her 
find a wife, became her 
friends, and got her an “hon¬ 
est trade.” In return, of 
course, she had to live as 
her assigned gender by 
birth, and be a good het¬ 
erosexual man. 

It was a dis¬ 
turbing film to 
sit through. 

Some of the au¬ 
dience was openly jeering the 
movie. A couple of folks walked 
out. 

You could see how Ricardo was 
happy to be in a loving, caring en¬ 
vironment, and that this did mean 
something to him. You could also 
see the pain they were going 
through, living a life for the group, 
rather than living their own life. 

Toward the end of the film, Ri¬ 
cardo’s life was nearing an end. 
The friends from the church 
seemed much more distant, and 
the arranged marriage was not 
working out. In that last scene Ri¬ 
cardo says that if he were able to 
do it all again, he would have con¬ 
tinued to live as Sara. This says to 
me that as tough as Ricardo’s life 
was, as desperate his circum¬ 
stances, it was of more value to 
him to live his life as his transgen¬ 
dered self, than to pay the price for 
a contrived compassion. 

This Los Angeles ministry also 
reminded me of another moment, 
back when I first started to live in 
my preferred gender. 

One day, an envelope was left 
for me at work, containing a pho¬ 
tocopied letter about an “ex-trans- 
sexual” person named Perry 
Desmond. Perry was one of the 
pioneers of what is now Exodus, 
and enough has been said about 




this “ex-gay” group. According to 
his autobiography, he took to a 
transgendered presentation from 
an early age, eventually “falling 
into sin” by joining the gay com¬ 
munity in New Orleans, 
taking a lover, consuming 
alcohol and drugs, and 
opening an occult shop. I 
wonder how one finds the 
time for so many “sinful” 
things? 

You can 
guess how the 
story ends. The 
inference, of 
course, was that I could do the 
same as Mr. Desmond, and re¬ 
nounce my evil ways. I can’t say 
that it convinced me to join the 
ranks of Exodus. Besides, they al¬ 
ready had their hands full with 
John “Candi” Paulk. 

It’s not that I see Christianity 
itself as wrong. I know of quite a 
number of transgendered people 
who have managed to incorporate 
their own beliefs in a Christian 
God with their transgenderism - 
and more power to them! I’ve 
even known a few “transgenders 
of the cloth,” who see no disunion 
in being transgendered and Chris¬ 
tian. What I have a problem with 
is those who feel that transgen¬ 
derism is something unworthy in 
the eyes of their God. 

At the base of this is the sole 
biblical quote that references 
transgendered behavior: 

Deuteronomy 22:5. This reads, ac¬ 
cording to the King James Version, 
“The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, nei¬ 
ther shall a man put on a woman’s 
garment: for all that do so are 
abomination unto the Lord thy 
God.” This sits between a rule on 
taking care of your brother’s ass, 
and a bit on bird nest etiquette. 

What that piece of scripture 
specifically refers to is unsure, but 


many scholars point to some con¬ 
temporaries who practiced ritual 
transvestism, as well as the possi¬ 
bility of wearing opposite-gen¬ 
dered clothes in order to sneak 
around another gender’s own 
spaces - but enough about the 
Michigan Womyn’s Music Festi¬ 
val. 

Some contemporary sources - 
including El Shaddai Resurrection 
- view Deuteronomy 22:5 as re¬ 
ferring to “pretending” to be one 
sex or another, more than just 
wearing clothes. The view is that 
God made you one particular way, 
and that we cannot change how 
God made us. 

In a way, I agree - just not in 
the way that they might mean. 

I cannot see any deity as being 
compassionate, and yet see trans¬ 
genderism as the abomination of 
that biblical quote. I see transgen¬ 
derism as being a state of being, 
beyond the constraints of “right 
and wrong.” It would make as 
much sense to me as, say, left- 
handedness being a sinister crime 
against one’s god or goddess. 

It is very easy for me, however, 
to imagine a deity that includes 
transgenderism in hir master 
plan, and provides for those who 
are transgendered to live their 
lives in harmony with transgen¬ 
derism. 

I simply wish that groups like 
El Shaddai Resurrection would 
consider that when members 
speak of the group’s own compas¬ 
sion - even if the true goal is con¬ 
version. ▼

"Christine Smith 
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Three blows against 
gay victimhood

1 ay writers, newspapers, and 
mm organizations tend to em¬ 
phasize the bad things that 
happen in life. And 2001 was, in 
some ways, a bad year for gays. The 
fourth largest city in the country, 
Houston, voted to ban health and 
other benefits for the same-sex do¬ 
mestic partners of gay city employ¬ 
ees. The military maintained - at 
least officially - its “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy despite the 
wartime need for personnel. And, 
of course, the long national night¬ 
mare that is Britney Spears con¬ 
tinues with no end in sight. 

Nevertheless, tucked 
away in news summaries 
about anti-gay ballot 
initiatives and the latest 
tussles with the Boy Scouts, 
three little items might have 
escaped your atten¬ 
tion. Each is good 
news, though victim- 
mongers out there 
will manage to find the cloud in 
the silver lining. Here they are: 

(1) Survey shows gays feel more 
accepted. The Kaiser Family Foun¬ 
dation recently polled by tele¬ 
phone 405 randomly selected, 
self-identified gays in 15 major 
U.S. cities. Pollsters interviewed 
the subjects about their experi¬ 
ence of discrimination and their 
encounters with verbal and phys¬ 
ical abuse. The survey found that 
76 percent of gay people believe 
they are more accepted now by 
their fellow Americans than they 
were a few years ago. 

According to the Kaiser Family 
Foundation’s survey of the gener¬ 
al population, more Americans 
than ever before report knowing 
someone who is gay: 62 percent 
now say they have a gay friend or 
acquaintance, as compared to 55 
percent three years ago and just 24 
percent in 1983. 

Gay Americans are heeding the 
call to come out of the closet. And 
that honesty appears to be paying 
off in the form of unquestionably 
softened public attitudes about 
homosexuality. 

Skeptics will point out that the 
Kaiser survey hardly eliminates 
doubts about how deep accep¬ 
tance of homosexuality really is. 
There are, to begin with, the usual 


questions about survey methodol¬ 
ogy. Because the survey required 
gay people to identify themselves 
as gay (query: what survey of gay 
people could avoid the reliance on 
self-identification?) the sample 
might have been skewed and the 
results therefore flawed. 

But it’s hardly clear which way 
the “flaw” of reliance on self-iden¬ 
tification would cut in a survey 
asking respondents whether they 
feel accepted. On the one hand, 
those homosexuals with enough 
self-confidence to reveal their sex¬ 
ual orientation to a stranger over 
the phone may overestimate the 
degree to which others accept 
them; further, they may have 
sought out jobs and cir¬ 
cles of friends where 
they really are more ac¬ 
cepted. On the other 
hand, because of their 
openness, these same people 
may encounter 
more overt hostility 
than gays who re¬ 
main closeted. 

Also, the survey had some bad 
news. Some 74 percent of the re¬ 
spondents said they had encoun¬ 
tered anti-gay verbal abuse, and 32 
percent said they had been sub¬ 
jected to physical abuse or prop¬ 
erty destruction because of their 
sexual orientation. 

But because we don’t know 
when these incidents occurred, 
and because we have no compara¬ 
tive data from the past, it’s hard to 
know whether there has been de¬ 
terioration on the abuse front. It’s 
possible that as more gays come 
out, especially in smaller towns 
and rural areas, they will be easier 
targets for the remaining homo¬ 
phobes who mean to do them 
harm. This suggests rising accep¬ 
tance may paradoxically accompa¬ 
ny a transient rise in hate crimes. 

(2) Survey says gays are richer 
than straights. A new online sur¬ 
vey of 6,300 self-identified gay re¬ 
spondents sponsored by Opus- 
Comm Group in cooperation 
with Syracuse University has 
found that the median combined 
annual household income among 
gay couples is $65,000. That’s 60 
percent higher than the U.S. me¬ 
dian household income. 

This might sound like good 
news. It suggests that, whatever 
obstacles gays face in life, we have 


overcome them to a large extent. 

But the survey met immediate 
criticism. Dr. Lee Badgett, an eco¬ 
nomics professor at the Universi¬ 
ty of Massachusetts, lambasted the 
survey’s methodology, arguing 
that Internet users are not repre¬ 
sentative in that they tend to be 
wealthier and better educated 
than the general population. Bad- 
gett’s own research has shown that 
individual gay men make less on 
the job than straight men (her re¬ 
search has also shown that gay 
women earn about the same as 
straight women, though both 
groups earn less than men). 

What’s at stake in this debate? 
For gay magazines and newspa¬ 
pers, it’s about luring potential ad¬ 
vertisers who lust after wealthy 
readers. For gay civil rights advo¬ 
cates, however, surveys like this 
undercut the case for employment 
discrimination protection. If we’re 
already better off, why do we need 
civil rights laws to make us equal? 

(3) Survey says gay teens are less 
suicidal than we thought. Two new 
studies debunk the common as¬ 
sertion of gay civil rights groups 
that gay teens are three times 
more likely to attempt suicide 
than their straight peers. The 
studies, conducted by a Cornell 
University psychologist, found 
that gay teens are only slightly 
more likely to attempt suicide. Re¬ 
search heretofore on the topic had 
interviewed teens from support 
groups or shelters, where the most 
troubled youths are found. 

The Cornell studies concluded 
that gay youth do indeed have 
more difficult lives. “But most gay 
kids are healthy and resilient,” says 
the researcher, Ritch Savin- 
Williams. He adds that studies ex¬ 
aggerating their suicide risk 
“pathologize gay youth, and that’s 
not fair to them.” 

Evidence, even if not conclu¬ 
sive, of increasing acceptance, 
higher levels of income, and less 
dramatic suicide rates may not 
serve the cause of portraying gays 
as helpless victims of homopho¬ 
bia in need of state protection. But 
it gives some reason for cheer this 
season. ▼

A shiny new bike trip. 
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Proposals involving Castro Theatre 
marquee and parking draw concern

A s the Castro Theatre under¬ 
goes welcome changes to its 
interior this month, several 
plans for the spaces surrounding 
the theater have raised concerns 
by both merchant and neighbor¬ 
hood groups. 

A proposal by Frameline, the 
presenters of the International 
Gay and Lesbian Film Festival, to 
close the municipal parking lot 
behind the theater for 18 days 
next year has generated opposi¬ 
tion from property and business 
owners in the area. 

And a plan being floated by the 
theater’s owners to change the 
streetscape along Castro Street has 
already been dubbed a “political 
issue” by city staff and is sure to 
raise concerns in the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

The Nasser family, which built 
the theater in the 1920s and re¬ 
gained control over the historic 
landmark this year, has met with 
Planning Department staff to dis¬ 
cuss how to alter the sidewalk in 
front of the property in order to 
protect the marquee. 

In the last two years, delivery 
trucks have damaged the theater’s 
sign seven times. According to 
Don Nasser, one of the theater

owners, each time the sign is hit, 
the marquee experiences further 
damage. 

“Our sign people are telling us 
they don’t want to come out any¬ 
more to work on the sign. And 
each time is gets prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive to repair it,” said Nasser. 

Due to the tilt of the roadway 
and its being flush with the mar¬ 
quee, trucks that park on the 
street in front of the theater un¬ 
knowingly hit the sign. Nasser has 
proposed several options, such as 
prohibiting trucks of a certain 
height from parking there or 
widening the sidewalk. 

Nasser met with the city’s Land¬ 
marks Preservation Advisory 
Board last Wednesday, December 5 
to informally discuss the theater’s 
current renovation work. The the¬ 
ater is replacing and repairing its 
seating and is repainting and clean¬ 
ing its interior surfaces. 

Nasser made public his family’s 
desire to work with the city in 
changing the streetscape and 
asked for the board’s assistance. 

“Certainly, we will file an ap¬ 
plication and go through the long 
process to have the sidewalk ex¬ 
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tended by a certain [number of] 
feet. We have been told it will be a 
very political issue,” said Nasser. “I 
am not sure if a strong letter from 
you folks would help. But any¬ 
thing you think would be appro¬ 
priate would be welcome.” 

Board members said they 
would send a letter of support to 
both the city’s Department of 
Parking and Traffic and Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 

“I would be perfectly happy to 
do whatever we can to assist you 
in that problem,” said board Pres¬ 
ident Tim Kelly. 

Board member Penney Ma- 
grane added traffic should be 
slowed down at the intersection, 
allowing people to take in the dra¬ 
matic scene the theater creates in 
the Castro. 

“It is only to shopkeepers’ ad¬ 
vantage this theater gets a demon¬ 
strative review,” she said. “There 
should be a traffic island. It would 
only add to the theater’s drama in 
the neighborhood.” 

Gustavo Serina, president-elect 
of the Eureka Valley Promotion 
Association, said the neighbor¬ 
hood group has not yet discussed 
the theater’s proposal. But he said 
he would place it on an upcoming 
meeting agenda. 

“What I will say is the Castro 
Theatre is a treasure, and we do 
not want that marquee to be re¬ 
peatedly damaged,” said Serina. 
“But I do not want take a position 
until I discuss it with the board.” 


Before anything is added to the 
street, Patrick Batt, president of 
the Merchants of Upper Market 
and Castro, said any traffic flow 
problems that such a change 
would cause must be addressed. 

“We want to help them save 
the marquee,” he said. “I don’t 
know about a bulb thing going 
out there [in the street]. Obvious¬ 
ly, we would want to be involved 
in any discussion about that.” 

At today’s (Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 13) Castro Area Planning and 
Action meeting, the group will be 
discussing the proposals for the 
streetscape. CAPA president Joe 
Curtin said the group would sup¬ 
port changes to the sidewalk. 

“It would actually have imme¬ 
diate benefits for that area around 
the theater. It would protect the 
marquee and provide more space 
for pedestrians,” said Curtin. 
“There would be no negative im¬ 
pacts on traffic because that is a 
white curb area in front of the the¬ 
ater so no one can park there.” 

Parking lot closure 

At MUMC’s meeting Thurs¬ 
day, December 6, Frameline Exec¬ 
utive Director Michael Lumpkin 
failed for a second time to con¬ 
vince the merchant group to sup¬ 
port the film festival’s plan to close 
the municipal parking lot behind 
the theater for three weeks. 

In June 2002, Frameline in¬ 
tends to extend its popular film 
festival by an extra week. And as 


was done during this year’s festi¬ 
val, Frameline would like to close 
the parking lot. 

“We are not coming here try¬ 
ing to convince you that closing 
the lot should be done. We are 
coming here to find out what you 
want,” said Lumpkin. “We can do 
it either way.” 

The business group is split be¬ 
tween supporting and opposing 
the proposal. 

“As a result, I would be reluc¬ 
tant to support their application to 
close the lot for 18 days,” said Batt. 

After MUMC first raised ob¬ 
jections to the plan at its Novem¬ 
ber meeting, the theater joined the 
merchant group. 

As requested by MUMC, 
Lumpkin surveyed merchants in 
the area to see what impacts both 
the festival and the closure of the 
parking lot has had on their busi¬ 
ness. Only 54 businesses out of 
280 responded to the question¬ 
naire. 

Frameline reported only 31 
percent of businesses said there 
was a positive impact on their 
business due to the festival and 2 
percent said they experienced 
negative impacts. The largest re¬ 
sponse, 67 percent, came from 
those merchants who said they 
saw no significant impact due to 
the festival. 

According to Frameline, one 
survey respondent stated, “People 
who attend your events never stop 
for even coffee. Seems, like any 
event Frameline puts oh, the peo¬ 
ple who are invited have never 
been near our neighborhood for 
any reason, except for free com¬ 
plimentary passes.” 

As for the impacts of the park¬ 
ing lot closure, Frameline reported 
7 percent of respondents saw a 
positive impact while 15 percent 
said they saw a negative impact. 
Once again, the largest response, 78 
percent, from those surveyed said 
they saw no significant impact. 

“I think that is remarkable that 
two thirds of respondents felt the 
festival had no impact on their 
business,” said Batt. “I thought it 
would be heavily titled toward 
people who had either a negative 
or positive impact.” 

Frameline will meet with the 
city sometime in early 2002 to 
apply to have the lot closed. No 
date has been set for that hearing. 

“We will extend it [the festival] 
whether we get to close the park¬ 
ing lot or not,” said Lumpkin. T

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LGBT Community Center’s contractors 
miss deadline for occupancy permit

g» ven a call from Mayor 
g® Willie Brown could not get 
tf-'Sa the contractors working on 
the new Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgender Community 
Center to have the $15.3 million 
project ready by this weekend. 

After months of construction 
delays and numerous admonish¬ 
ments from the center’s boosters to 
pick up the pace, the contractors, 
the joint venture of Nibbi-Fineline, 
will not have the building ready in 
time for a planned inspection this 
Saturday, December 15. 

Inspectors from the city had 
been scheduled to inspect the 
building, located at the intersec¬ 
tion of Market and Octavia 
streets, on Saturday to determine 
if a certificate of occupancy could 
be granted. Instead, that inspec¬ 
tion has been tentatively sched¬ 
uled for Friday, December 21. 

“We were hoping for more co¬ 
operation with the Nibbi Broth¬ 
ers. They have definitely sped up 
and are making major progress, 
but we are not entirely certain 
when we will have [the certificate 
of occupancy] right now,” said 
Dana Van Gorder, vice president 
of the center’s board. “All I can say 
is they are being very difficult.” 

If the project’s board of direc¬ 
tors fails to obtain the necessary 
permit, it poses problems for City 
College which expects to conduct 
classes in the new building on Jan¬ 
uary 7. The center’s board is hope¬ 
ful it can have the center up and 
running by then. 

“All our attention is focused on 
having that building operational 
for that tenant,” said Van Gorder. 
“City College will be starting its 
winter semester in January, and 
we will be ready for them come 
hell or high water.” 

As stipulated in its contract, 
Nibbi-Fineline had agreed to 
complete the project by August 
21. Due to the delays, the contrac¬ 
tors must pay the center a fine for 
each day the project is late. Van 
Gorder would not disclose the 
amount, only stating it is a “six¬ 
digit number.” 

Len Vetrone, operations man¬ 
ager with Nibbi Brothers, did not 
return calls from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter seeking comment. 

With the August date come 
and gone, and glass panels still 
waiting to be installed as of four 
weeks ago, board members began 
to worry they would not be able to 
obtain a certificate of occupancy 
on December 15. 

“We had many, many conver¬ 
sations with them about speeding 
up and completing the building. It 
has felt as though they have not 
put as many people on the job as 
they could have,” said Van Gorder. 

With its general contractor al¬ 
ready months behind schedule, 
last month board members 
turned to Mayor Brown for assis¬ 
tance. The mayor, a major sup¬ 
porter of the building, called the 
contractors several days before 
Thanksgiving to push the compa¬ 
ny to meet the December 15 dead¬ 
line. 

“Mayor Brown has been inti¬ 
mately involved in this project 
from the beginning. He is frus¬ 
trated quite often by contractors 
on other projects and willing to 
step in,” said P.J. Johnston, the 
mayor’s spokesman. “This is a 
very important project to him and 



something he wants to see done 
and operating well within his term 
in office.” 

Van Gorder said representa¬ 
tives from the mayor’s office will 
tour the building on December 17 
and report back to him on the 
project’s progress. 

One of the project’s architects, 
Jane Cee, said since the call in No¬ 
vember from Brown, there have 
been more people on the job site. 
She added that the contractor has 
had problems with a subcontrac¬ 
tor hired to install the glass. 

“It’s been a more complex pro¬ 
ject than they had anticipated. It 
has also been tough in this market 
with subcontractors,” said Cee. 
“Many general contractors in 
town are in a tough bind.” 

Due to the construction delays, 
the board has had to push back 
the move-in date for staff and 
nonprofit agencies renting office 
space in the building to the first 
week of January. Originally, the 


In the meantime, the board is 
still searching for an executive di¬ 
rector for the center. Its top 
choice, whose name Van Gorder 
would not disclose, did not accept 
the board’s offer of employment. 
The board is re-examining its 
search and looking to diversify its 
candidate list. 

The board did receive some 
good news last week when the 
California Endowment, which 
funds health-related activities, an¬ 
nounced a $350,000 grant to the 
center. The project needs to raise 
close to $2 million to meet its 
fundraising goals. A mailer went 
out to the community last week 
asking for support, which Van 
Gorder said has already brought 
in several donations ranging from 
$1,000 to $5,000. 

“We now have surpassed the 
13.5 million dollar mark,” said 
Van Gorder. “We still have a cou¬ 
ple major gifts we are confident 
we will bring in.” ▼

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Newsom’s homeless plan raises eyebrows

S upervisor Gavin Newsom 
earlier this month intro¬ 
duced comprehensive 
homeless legislation described as 
a “mixed bag” by many housing 
advocates who support some of 
the ideas but question the neces¬ 
sity of others. 

Newsom’s plan, introduced on 
December 3, amends the San 
Francisco Administrative Code to 
create a Department of Homeless 
Services under the mayor; estab¬ 
lishes a 34-member homeless ad¬ 
visory board to be appointed by 
the mayor and Board of Supervi¬ 
sors; and calls for a five-year plan 
that includes expanded hours of 
operation for homeless services, as 
well as a controversial fingerprint¬ 


ing system and homeless tent in¬ 
vestigation. The plan has been re¬ 
ferred to the Rules Committee, 
which should hear it by the begin¬ 
ning of next year. 

Part of the plan is also slated to 
go before the board’s Finance 
Committee. 

Specifics of the plan propose 
extending hours of operation of 
the Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices to provide services 24-hours 
a day, seven days a week to the 
homeless, and revamping home¬ 
less shelter hours to accommodate 
those people who are often turned 
away between the hours of 8 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. The centralized intake 
established under a new depart¬ 
ment may attempt to improve the 
accuracy of client identification 
through a fingerprinting system. 

Supervisor Chris Daly, who ac¬ 


knowledged that there “are some 
good ideas” in the legislation, 
wondered why another homeless 
plan was being introduced when 
the city has failed to implement its 
existing plan. 

“We have a continuum of care 
plan mandated by the federal gov¬ 
ernment with about $10 million 
contingent on it. We have dozens 
of community meetings, which 
engage about 1,000 people in the 
process to design an official 
homeless plan,” Daly told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It passed with a 
unanimous vote. Supervisor New¬ 
som voted for it.” 

“The city has no problems com¬ 
ing up with plans,” said Daly. “The 
problem is in implementing them.” 

While Daly supported New¬ 
som’s calls for extended hours of 
homeless services, he denounced 


the provision to fingerprint clients 
as “unnecessarily controversial,” 
and pointed out that the practice 
could actually deter people from 
getting off the street. 

“It’s an unnecessary continua¬ 
tion of the kind of criminalization 
of homelessness. We need to work 
on health models, not criminal 
models, for this economic injus¬ 
tice,” said Daly, adding that afford¬ 
able housing should be a major 
part of any homeless plan. New¬ 
som’s plan would also ask for city 
resources to go toward investigat¬ 
ing how many of the homeless 
have acquired the numerous 
camping tents seen around the city. 

Newsom, who got married last 
Saturday, was on vacation at press 
time, and his office did not return 
repeated phone calls from the 
B.A.R. seeking comment. T 


Pat Robertson resigns from Christian Coalition

T elevangelist Pat Robertson 
resigned from the presiden¬ 
cy and board of directors of 
the Christian Coalition on De¬ 
cember 5 to focus his energies on 
the Christian Broadcasting Net¬ 
work and the weekday program 
The 700 Club. He founded the 
coalition in 1989. Roberta Combs, 
the current executive vice presi¬ 
dent, succeeds him. 

In addition to his conservative 
ministries, Robertson no doubt 


also will focus on elements of his 
personal business empire that Vir¬ 
ginia magazine estimates as being 
worth $150 million. Those activi¬ 
ties include trying to restart a re¬ 
cently purchased oil refinery near 
Los Angeles that had been closed 
for environmental reasons, and a 
partnership in the diamond trade 
with Charles Taylor, the bloody 
dictator of Liberia. 

The Christian Coalition has 
been in decline ever since the de¬ 
parture of Executive Director 
Ralph Reed in 1997. Other key 
staff members left soon after that 


and the budget, once $25 million, 
plummeted to what is now be¬ 
lieved to be under $3 million an¬ 
nually. 

The coalition lost political 
clout when some charged that its 
candidate cards, a principle tool of 
its political organizing, violated 
the group’s tax-exempt status. 
That made many churches reluc¬ 
tant to help circulate the cards at 
services. The group suffered a fur¬ 
ther blow when the IRS ruled 
against them on the matter in 
1999. 

In the wake of the September

11 terrorist attack, Robertson 
joined Jerry Falwell in blaming 
that incident on gay and liberal 
opponents. Most Americans re¬ 
buked those views. It is likely that 
the fundraising difficulties that 
have affected most nonprofit 
groups in the post-attack environ¬ 
ment also affect the coalition. 

^ “It’s hard to gauge right now 
what Robertson’s resignation 
means,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign. “Clearly the 
Christian Coalition has been in 
decline in terms of the effect of its 
message.” But she considered it a 
plus that “any time someone who 
has been so virulently anti-gay in 
his messages” steps down. 

“The Christian Coalition has 
been a sinking ship for several 
years, and now the captain has 
jumped overboard,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Barry W. Lynn, executive di¬ 
rector of Americans United for 


Separation of Church and State. 
“Without Robertson’s money and 
political clout, it’s only a matter of 
time before the organization col¬ 
lapses outright.” 

But Ralph Neas, executive di¬ 
rector of People for the American 
Way, warned the religious right 
“has never had more of its allies in 
positions of power than it does 
today.” The 700 Club , he said, “will 
continue to be a forum for his ex¬ 
tremist views.” 

“The country has moved on,” 
argued Kevin Ivers, spokesman for 
Log Cabin Republicans. “The is-, 
sues’that made up core of its’ 
appeal are gone from the Republi¬ 
can mainstream.” His list includ¬ 
ed gays and the recent debate over 
stem cell research that the far right 
tired unsuccessfully to turn into 
one on abortion. 

“A lot of gay groups and those 
on the left are going to miss 
Robertson,” said Ivers. T 


Mark Leno wants 
better checks on piercers

S upervisor Mark Leno has 
called on the Department of 
Public Health to inform the 
Board of Supervisors what re¬ 
sources it would need and 
whether it would be feasible to 
implement a licensing program 
for body piercers in San Francis¬ 
co. 

“Oral and other body piercing 
can cause allergic reactions, bacte¬ 
rial infections, and blood infec¬ 
tions,” said Leno. “What motivates 
me is that piercing is increasingly 
popular with San Franciscans. I 
think it is our responsibility to en¬ 
sure their health and well-being.” 

Although piercing studios, like 
tattoo parlors, are inspected an¬ 
nually by DPH, there are few spe¬ 
cific requirements. The state De¬ 
partment of Health Services has 
had guidelines in preparation for 
some years now, but has not is¬ 
sued them. 

Pam Hollis, who is in charge of 
the inspection program locally, 
said that DPH looks for general 
cleanliness. She also said that each 
studio is required to have some 
sort of sterilizing equipment. She 
said that she finds that most stu¬ 
dios are very conscientious, and 
that what few citations she has 
given out were for record-keeping 


violations. 

While piercers are required to 
register with the state, there is no 
education requirement. “A lot of 
this is done by folks apprenticing 
to be an experienced piercer or 
tattoer,” said Hollis. “For a tattoer 
in the better shops it’s a two- to 
four-year program. For piercers, 
I’ve heard it’s as little as a month 
and in some instances about a 
year.” 

April Williams, who works at 
Cold Steel and has been the presi¬ 
dent of the Association of Profes¬ 
sional Piercers, said that her asso¬ 
ciation offers courses, but that 
there are no training requirements 
for practitioners. She said that 
DPF1 has tried to develop guide¬ 
lines of its own and even formed 
a task force, but that the effort was 
ended by staff changes. 

“We do want stronger regula¬ 
tion,” she said. 

The experiences of piercing 
studio customers, and their reac¬ 
tions to Leno’s proposal, are as 
varied as the places to put pierc¬ 
ings. 

“I’ve had two that I had to take 
out because they got badly 
scarred, but I wouldn’t want to 
blame that on lack of government 
intervention,” said Joe Clement. 
“They seemed to be very con¬ 
scious of being healthful and 
clean.” T

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Civil rights group seeks to 
overturn Internet obscenity law

F or those who think that the 
Bush administration is too 
busy with the war on terror¬ 
ism to meddle in domestic priva¬ 
cy issues, the National Coalition 
for Sexual Freedom says it’s time 
to think again. 

NCSF, joined by artist Barbara 
Nitke, filed a lawsuit in New York 
City’s Federal District Court on 
December 11 to overturn a long- 
forgotten aspect of the Commu¬ 
nications Decency Act. The act, 
part of the Telecommunications 
Act of 1996, allows local “commu¬ 
nity standards” to decide which 
Internet materials can be viewed 
by its adult population. Although 
the Supreme Court struck down a 
portion of the act related to inde¬ 


cency, it left in place the standards 
for obscenity. And because the 
Clinton administration was more 
concerned about prosecuting 
child pornography cases, most ac¬ 
tivists were not threatened by the 
obscenity portion of the law, 
which relates to adults. 

Until now. 

According to NCSF legal coun¬ 
sel John Wirenius, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral John Ashcroft met with right- 
wing representatives last summer 
to discuss prosecution of online 
offenders under the obscenity law. 
Because community standards are 
based on geography and the Inter¬ 
net reaches many physical loca¬ 
tions, “the most conservative 
community gets to choose for the 
whole nation what they can read 
online,” said Wirenius. 

“If a community in Texas was 


able to access work it deemed of¬ 
fensive, that community could 
claim a crime of obscenity and the 
person who posted the work 
could go to court, regardless of 
where he or she was posting 
from.” 

And obscenity law puts the 
burden of proof on the work’s cre¬ 
ators to show “serious artistic, lit¬ 
erary, or social value.” 

“We’re not just talking about 
showing some value, but serious 
value,” explained Wirenius. “That 
in itself is subject to varying stan¬ 
dards.” 

NCSF spokeswoman Susan 
Wright has no doubt that Ashcroft 
has enough free time to appease 
the radical right. 

“In November, Ashcroft spent 
his time and resources during a 
critical time for Americans to step 


in and overturn Oregon’s assisted 
suicide law,” said Wright. “He has 
made it clear he is willing to pros¬ 
ecute people under Internet ob¬ 
scenity laws, and now is the time 
to move on this. 

“Our lawsuit has nothing to do 
with minors,” added Wright. “This 
is about the rights of adults to 
speak freely.” 

The act is guaranteed for a 
hearing before the U.S. Supreme 
Court after it is heard in District 
Court and by a three-judge panel, 
so Wirenius expects the case to be 
heard soon. 

The Washington, D.C.-based 
NCSF is a national organization 
committed to protecting freedom 
of expression among consenting 
adults. Many sexually-themed 
Web sites, according to the orga¬ 
nization, would be targets for 


prosecution under an overzealous 
administration, particularly dur¬ 
ing wartime. ^. 

When many Americans sup¬ 
port giving up some of their civil 
liberties, as polls indicate is 
presently the case, it becomes 
more important to defend the 
principles upon which this coun¬ 
try was founded, Wright noted. 

“When you look at history, in 
times of crisis, the issue of free 
speech and expression becomes 
even more important at times like 
this. Our most basic American 
values get tested and we need to 
support them,” said Wright. “Even 
more to the point is that right 
now, America is fighting a conser¬ 
vative regime. We’re fighting 
them for our American values 
and our rights rest upon free 
speech.” ▼ 


Supreme Court hears computer censorship case

O n November 28, the 
Supreme Court heard argu¬ 
ments in the latest online 
censorship lawsuit to come before 
the justices. The Child Online Pro¬ 
tection Act would make it a crime 
to use the Web to transmit materi¬ 
al that could be considered “harm¬ 
ful to minors.” Violators could face 
fines of up to $150,000 per day and 
sentences of up to six months. 

The law, passed in 1998, stipu¬ 
lated that operators of Web sites 
that offer sexually explicit materi¬ 
al must verify the age of their 
users, for example by means of a 
credit card. 

COPA was challenged later that 
year by a coalition of 17 plaintiffs 
including the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union, the Electronic Fron¬ 
tier Foundation, PlanetOut Part¬ 
ners, A Different Light Bookstore, 
Philadelphia Gay News, Good Vi¬ 
brations, the Sexual Health Net¬ 
work, and Salon.com. The plain¬ 
tiffs argued that the law’s “harmful 
to minors” wording was too vague, 
and that existing age-verification 


systems were expensive and 
fraught with privacy concerns. 
Several plaintiffs expressed their 
concern that sex education mater¬ 
ial and non-explicit gay material 
could be deemed objectionable 
under the law. 

In February 1999, U.S. District 
Judge Lowell Reed issued an in¬ 
junction blocking enforcement of 
the law, concluding that it would 
“impose a burden on speech that 
is protected for adults.” The Third 
Circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
the ruling in June 2000, stating 
that it was not possible to apply a 
community standard to the Inter¬ 
net. The Department of Justice ap¬ 
pealed the verdict, setting the stage 
for the recent Supreme Court test. 

The hourlong hearing last 
month focused on the community 
standards aspect of the earlier rul¬ 
ing. Asked by Justice Anthony 
Kennedy whether a California jury 
would be obliged to consider com¬ 
munity standards in other parts of 
the country, U.S. Solicitor General 
Ted Olson, who presented the gov¬ 
ernment’s case, said “Yes, that would 
be possible.” Ann Beeson, who ar¬ 
gued on behalf of the ACLU, said 


that if the law was upheld, “The least 
tolerant community would get to 
set the standards on the Web.” 

Beeson went on to argue that 
adults would be deterred from 
publishing material on the Web 
that they could legally sell in 
bookstores. Existing law, she stat¬ 
ed, already prohibits obscenity 
and child pornography. Olson 
also employed the bookstore anal¬ 
ogy, noting that sexually explicit 
material in stores must be 
wrapped in paper or kept out of 
reach of children. 

COPA is the successor to the 
Communications Decency Act, 
part of which the Supreme Court 
unanimously ruled unconstitu¬ 
tional in June 1997. The new law 
is more narrowly written in that it 
is limited to commercial material

S an Francisco State Universi¬ 
ty has launched the first pro¬ 
gram in advanced study of 
sexuality in the western United 
States. In October, the school 
made it official and will confer 
master’s degrees in human sexual¬ 
ity studies to the first group of stu¬ 
dents next year. 

“This is a new frontier for sex¬ 
uality today,” said the program’s 
creator and director Gilbert 
Herdt. “The aging baby boom 
generation will live longer and 
have longer sexual lives than any 
prior generation. And we have a 
wide range of sexual diversity here 
in California and across the coun¬ 
try. These are issues that we are 
now just beginning to openly ex¬ 
amine.” 

The program is particularly 
timely because of recent focus on 
sexuality and its impact on soci¬ 
ety. Students in the program will 
be able to explore and research 
those areas. 

“The HIV/AIDS epidemic has 
forced society and science to deal 
with sexual behavior. And there is 
also the issue of sexuality and 
human rights,” said Herdt. “And 
the Internet and its openness is al¬ 
lowing young people to deal with 


and refers specifically to minors. 
The earlier law attempted to ban 
any material that might be judged 
“indecent” or “patently offensive.” 
In that case, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the law was too vague 
and limited adults to only having 
access to materials that were ap¬ 
propriate for children. 

“The constitutional flaws in 
this law are identical to the flaws 
that led the Supreme Court to 
strike down similar legislation 
four years ago,” said Beeson. 
“Once again, the law suppresses a 
wide range of socially valuable 
speech that adults have a right to 
communicate.” 

During the current session, the 
Supreme Court has had its plate 
full of sexual expression cases. On 
October 30, the justices heard an 


issues of sexuality at an earlier 
age.” 

Nine students entered the pro¬ 
gram in fall 2000 and another 12 
entered this fall pending approval 
of the degree. Paul Hammonds, 
24, decided to enroll in the pro¬ 
gram this year after graduating 
from Tennessee Technological 
University with a bachelor’s de¬ 
gree in social psychology. 

With the degree program fill¬ 
ing a void in the discipline of 
human sexuality studies, he said 
he expects it will provide him an 
opportunity to do important re¬ 
search in the field. 

“You don’t have any programs 
that make a connection between 
the larger role that sexuality plays 
in our society,” said Hammonds. 

A number of colleges have cre¬ 
ated courses on aspects of human 
sexuality such as gender studies, 
gay and lesbian studies, and sexu¬ 
al identity and social attitudes. 
Students at City College of San 
Francisco enroll in courses 
through the department of Gay, 
Lesbian, and Bisexual Studies 
while New York University stu¬ 
dents can take courses in human¬ 
istic study of sexuality and gender. 
Columbia University offers ad¬ 
vanced study in sexuality and 
health issues. 

The new degree will prepare 


argument in which the Free 
Speech Coalition challenged the 
Child Pornography Protection 
Act, a similarly-named law that 
bans sexually explicit computer¬ 
generated images of children and 
images of adults who appear to be 
children, even if no actual chil¬ 
dren were involved in producing 
the material. On December 4 the 
court considered whether “sex su¬ 
perstores” that feature adult mag¬ 
azines, X-rated movie arcades, 
and other sexually explicit mater¬ 
ial under one roof run afoul of 
zoning laws that require adult 
business to be located a certain 
distance apart from one another. 

The Supreme Court is expect¬ 
ed to issue its decision between 
now and next June, when the cur¬ 
rent term ends. T 


graduates for careers with govern¬ 
ment agencies or with a variety of 
gay and lesbian community orga¬ 
nizations. SFSU’s program is 
unique in that its emphasis is on 
issues of sexuality and social jus¬ 
tice, Herdt said. 

“There are many inequities in 
society and many stem from a 
person’s sexuality,” said Herdt. 
“We need to address social justice 
and equity issues for sexual mi¬ 
norities and groups in our society 
who traditionally have been so¬ 
cially and sexually oppressed. 
These issues have given rise to in¬ 
cidents of anti-gay violence and 
homophobia.” 

SFSU’s 30-unit program will 
be housed in the College of Be¬ 
havioral and Social Sciences. It in¬ 
cludes courses on theory, method¬ 
ology, and policy related to sexu¬ 
ality; the sociocultural as well as 
biopsychological foundations of 
human sexuality; psychological 
sex differences; sexual cultures; 
sexual diversity; disability and sex¬ 
uality; sexual identity formation; 
and sexual and gender role devel¬ 
opment and behavior. 

SF State has offered a minor in 
human sexuality studies for six 
years. The new degree program 
will prepare students to continue 
their work in human sexuality 
studies for a doctorate. ▼

brand, one looks for areas that are 
right for that brand and for the 
consumer. The Castro is an ap¬ 
propriate environment for a local 
store,” Witt told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Witt explained Diesel’s local 
stores are defined as “resident- 
based stores.” He said the clothing 
items sold are limited editions 
that customers can only find in 
those stores. 

Diesel opened its first San 
Francisco location near Union 
Square in 1998. Located at 101 
Post Street, the store caters more 
to tourists. Currently, Diesel oper¬ 
ates 16 stores in the United States 
and plans to open seven more re¬ 
tail shops in 2002. 

In February, the company will 
open a store in Philadelphia, and 
in March, it will open a location in 
Detroit. Its clothing is sold in 500 


specialty stores across the country. 

San Francisco retailers Mark 
Schultz and Roland Peters have 
sold Diesel’s clothing at their Rolo 
stores since 1990. At the Market 
Street location in the Castro, 
Diesel is one of the number one 
selling lines Rolo carries. 

Peters said although Diesel is 
one of Rolo’s key vendors, he sees 
the company as a welcome addi¬ 
tion to the neighborhood. Al¬ 
though Diesel is an international 
company, he said the brand is still 
not seen as part of corporate 
America. 

“Right now it falls in between. 
It will eventually. But at the mo¬ 
ment it still has a unique flair,” he 
said. 

Opening a location in the Cas¬ 
tro fits with how Diesel likes to ex¬ 
pand into new markets, Peters 
said. 

“What they usually do is let key 
retailers like us break ground and 
then they move in with their own 
stores. They are using indepen¬ 


dent retailers for their own sales 
growth,” said Peters. 

And while the Diesel store 
could very well lure away cus¬ 
tomers, Peters said he welcomes 
the competition. 

“It affects us but it also spurs us 
to have even better product,” said 
Peters. “We take our turn with the 
next, more forward line. We spe¬ 
cialize in more unique products.” 

Even now, Peters said his cus¬ 
tomers are turning away from 
Diesel to other brands Rolo re¬ 
cently began to carry, such as D- 
Squared from Italy. 

“Their clothes are very fash¬ 
ion-forward, party conscious,” he 
said. “G Star is another popular 
brand. At the moment they are 
more popular than Diesel in our 
stores. They are a jeans brand 
headquartered in Holland.” 

If Diesel does move into the 
Castro, it remains to be seen if the 
company will evoke the same re¬ 
actions Pottery Barn did by open¬ 
ing in the neighborhood. 


“It is not going to make the 
Castro anything worse than it al¬ 
ready has become. The Castro is 
headed to becoming a shopping 
mall so why not let the Gap come 
in,” quipped Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, a 10-year Castro resident 
who fought against Pottery Barn’s 
opening. “A lot of people who 
would have protested have been 
gentrified out of the neighbor¬ 
hood already. I don’t think there is 
going to be a lot of resistance.” 

MUMC president Patrick Batt 
invited the Lurie Company offi¬ 
cials to meet with the merchants 
in order to inform the group 
about Diesel’s desire to lease the 
space. In his message published in 
the group’s December newsletter, 
Batt writes that the business dis¬ 
trict is at a “crossroads” where one 
path leads to more national 
brands and the other to mom and 
pop shops that may not be as eco¬ 
nomically viable. 

“Do we negotiate with and em¬ 
brace major companies wishing to 


locate in our world renowned 
neighborhood or do we allow 
storefronts to go dark and vacant 
while we wait for the ‘right’ ten¬ 
ant?” asked Batt, owner of Mer¬ 
cury Mail Order and Auto-Eroti¬ 
ca. 

Merchants at the MUMC 
meeting expressed more concern 
with graffiti and garbage accumu¬ 
lating outside the building and the 
proposal to move the ATMs than 
with Diesel wanting to lease the 
space. Before MUMC embraces 
Diesel, Batt said there are still sev¬ 
eral questions that need to be an¬ 
swered. 

“As president of MUMC, I 
would be interested in hearing 
what Diesel’s position is on do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, commu¬ 
nity involvement, and other issues 
which the neighborhood would 
find of concern should they seri¬ 
ously think of operating in our 
neighborhood,” Batt told the 
B.A.R. in an interview after the 
meeting. ▼

evaluate their contracts. 

Additionally, Pallotta benefi¬ 
ciaries worried about the general 
spirit of the event, a tone that in¬ 
creasingly conflicted with what 
the community organizations 
wished to promote. A recent Min¬ 
nesota Public Radio segment, for 
instance, featured an acknowledg¬ 
ment by Pallotta’s Bennett that 
much of the money raised by rid¬ 
ers and walkers feeds salaries and 
other costs not associated with 
AIDS and cancer services, but, “To 
our beneficiaries, push comes to 
shove, and they’re going to say, 
‘We don’t care what the return is, 
get us, that money, we need it so 
bad.’” 

“To us, that view is not accept¬ 
able,” SFAF spokesperson Gustavo 
Suarez told the B.A.R. when the 
agency decided to sever its Pallot¬ 
ta ties. 

According to their contract 
with Pallotta, SFAF and the L.A. 
Center retained rider and pledge 
lists from the California AIDS 
Ride, which helped the organiza¬ 
tions to quickly launch AIDS/Life 
Cycle, a benefit that would attract 
participants who enjoyed biking 
for charity but who were tired of 
watching nearly half their pledges 


go to Pallotta’s pockets. 

But when the organizations 
decided to host a competing 
event, Pallotta’s Bennett allegedly 
told Suarez that the company 
would “put all of its resources to¬ 
ward trying to shut down our 
event,” according to Suarez. “I was 
astounded that they would active¬ 
ly work against the community 
they claim to care about,” said 
Suarez. “His threat just further 
underlined that we are doing the 
right thing.” 

And that threat seems to have 
come to fruition with the lawsuit, 
which Bennett says is justifiable 
based on a contract clause that 
states, “AIDS Ride bike-a-thon 
event is an original concept by 
Pallotta and the Center and SFAF 
shall not use or exploit such con¬ 
cepts at any time regardless of ter¬ 
mination of this agreement with¬ 
out the express written consent of 
Pallotta.” 

SFAF’s Suarez dismissed this 
clause as too broad, explaining, 
“No one’s got the patent on bake 
sales and certainly there is no 
patent on bike-a-thons. Bike 
fundraising events, even for AIDS, 
existed before California AIDS 
Ride.” 

Furthermore, Suarez said that 
Pallotta’s attempt to invoke the 
contract is ironic, considering that

For the first three days of the 
study, nine healthy, HIV-negative 
volunteers received doses of 
saquinavir, one of a class of drugs 
called protease inhibitors that are 
effective at slowing the progres¬ 
sion of HIV infection. The re¬ 
search team drew samples from 
the volunteers’ blood to measure 
their baseline levels of saquinavir 
in the bloodstream. 

Next, the volunteers took gar¬ 
lic caplets twice daily for three 
weeks. When the researchers again 
analyzed blood samples, the aver¬ 
age overall levels of saquinavir had 
decreased 51 percent, and the av¬ 
erage maximum concentrations 
had fallen 54 percent. 

Even after a 10-day “wash-out” 
period with no garlic supple¬ 
ments, when the volunteers again 
used only the protease inhibitor 
for three days, their blood levels of 
saquinavir still averaged about 35 
percent lower than the expected 
baseline amount. 

The research paper’s lead au¬ 
thor is Dr. Stephen C. Piscitelli, 
formerly with the NIH Clinical 
Center Pharmacy Department 


and now the associate director of 
clinical pharmacology at Ti- 
botec-Virco. Noting that some 
dietary supplements can cause 
detrimental interactions with 
medications, Piscitelli and his 
colleagues set out to investigate 
the effects of a number of herbal 
therapies. 

“We set out to learn more 
about these alternative medicine 
products because there simply are 
not a lot of clinical data available 
on them,” Falloon explained. 

In their first study a few years 
ago, the team found a potentially 
dangerous interaction between 
the herbal remedy St. John’s wort 
and the protease inhibitor indi¬ 
navir. 

Garlic became the next focus 
because of its reputation as a nat¬ 
ural cholesterol fighter, which has 
made it particularly popular for 
patients whose cholesterol levels 
have risen due to a side effect from 
HIV medications. The research 
team also suspected a strong pos¬ 
sibility of a drug interaction be¬ 
cause both garlic and protease in¬ 
hibitors share the same pathway 
into the body, a metabolic route 
known as the CYP450 enzyme 
system.

contract violations. 

“You can’t decide that there are 
some clauses you’ll respect and 
others you will ignore,” said 
Suarez. “There are many clauses in 
that contract that were utterly ig¬ 
nored by them, including incur¬ 
ring hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of unapproved costs and 
refusing to sign onto a contract 
that would guarantee that would 
not happen again.” 

The over-budget, unapproved 
invoices from Pallotta included, 
according to Suarez, “a number of 
charges and expenses that are in 
no way related to any of their 
events and yet are billed out to all 
of their events.” 

Other Pallotta events include 


the Washington, D.C. and North¬ 
east AIDS Rides, and the Avon 3- 
day breast cancer walks. 

“When they received a bill for 
delinquent tax filing, all their ben¬ 
eficiaries were billed for that. 
When they were thinking of de¬ 
veloping a new event, the pur¬ 
chase of domain names for that 
[still non-existent] event was 
billed out to all beneficiaries. 
There are a number of bills for 
travel and accommodation that 
certainly don’t have any connec¬ 
tion to California AIDS Ride; for 
instance one bill for a trip to 
Chicago is listed as ‘Book Tour,”’ 
Suarez added. 

Other contract violations, ac¬ 
cording to Suarez, included in¬ 


voices with no backup documen¬ 
tation, i.e., bills that are original 
and come from the third party 
vendor. 

“There are over $117,00 of 
questionable charges in this cate¬ 
gory alone,” said Suarez. 

SFAF believes that the Pallotta 
lawsuit has no legal merits, and 
AIDS/LifeCycle intends to move 
forward. The agency is receiving 
legal representation from the law 
firm Morrison and Foerster, and 
legal costs are expected to be small 
enough to make the fight worth¬ 
while. In the meantime, SFAF and 
the L.A. Center are still actively re¬ 
cruiting for their event, and more

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World, U.S. remember terrorist attacks

M 18:46 a.m. Tuesday, Decem- 
w ber 11, people around the 
S world said prayers and sang 
to mark the exact moment when 
19 hijackers turned four commer¬ 
cial aircraft into guided missiles 
for the worst terrorist attack on 
U.S. soil. 

Near the piles of rubble that 
once were the twin 110-story 
World Trade Center towers, a 
rabbi, an imam, and a priest said 
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prayers, as firefighters, rescue 
workers, and city officials stood 
bare-headed in a 20-minute 
respite from the grim task of 
searching for remains. 

At the White House, in Lon¬ 
don, at the Pentagon, and in outer 
space the 3,435 who died in the at¬ 
tacks were remembered. 

“Every one of the innocents 
who died on September the 11th 
was the most important person 
on Earth to somebody,” said Pres¬ 
ident Bush in an East Room cere¬ 
mony. 

Bush said, “The struggle of hu¬ 
manity against tyranny is the 
struggle of memory against for¬ 
getting” and while the war against 
tyranny will one day be over “our 
remembrances never will.” 

He said a memorial of stone 
and metal may be erected to re¬ 
mind those in the future, “But for 
those of us who lived through 
these events ... We will remember 
where we were and how we felt.” 

At that moment, on September 
11, four U.S. jetliners were hi¬ 
jacked shortly after beginning 
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One of the damaged buildings near the site of the World Trade Center as 
viewed on Thanksgiving Day. 


cross-country flights. Two of the 
aircraft were flown into the twin 
towers of the World Trade Center. 
Another crashed into the Penta¬ 
gon outside Washington. The 
fourth plane crashed in western 
Pennsylvania as passengers tried 
to take control of the jet from the 
hijackers. 

Investigators said a total of 19 
men - all with Middle Eastern 
names - carried out the coordi¬ 
nated hijackings. Government of¬ 
ficials later said Osama bin Laden, 
a suspected terrorist leader based 
in Afghanistan, was the master¬ 
mind behind the plot. 

On October 7, the United 
States began military operations 
against the Taliban, the Afghan 
rulers who were harboring bin 
Laden and his al Qaeda network. 

In New York at ground zero in 
Lower Manhattan, Rabbi Joseph 
Potasnik, chaplain of the New 
York Fire Department, said, “The 
terrorists took down those struc¬ 
tures but they will not take away 
this spirit.” 

Other offerings came from the 
Reverend James Loughran, direc¬ 
tor of the Commission on Ecu¬ 
menical and Interreligious Affairs 
of the Archdiocese of New York, 
and Imam Tariq Shahid, assistant 
to Imam Pasha, who said, “Oh, 
our Lord, pour out on us constan¬ 


cy, and make our footsteps firm, 
and grant us victory over those 
who reject faith.” 

New York City Mayor Rudolph 
Giuliani sat with Governor 
George Pataki and other govern¬ 
mental officials on a podium that 
included poinsettias and a meno- 
rah in front of the 16-acre site 
where the World Trade Center 
once stood. 

At the request of Bush, the na¬ 
tional anthem was played simul¬ 
taneously across the country and 
at embassies worldwide at 8:46 
a.m. EST. Jazz trumpeter Joey 
Morant played the “Star Spangled 
Banner” at ground zero. Nearby 
the giant cranes used to clear steel 
girders and rubble from the site 
paused for the brief service. 

“It only gets harder,” said Ed¬ 
ward LaMotte, 36, of Brooklyn, a 
heavy-machine operator, who has 
been working seven days a week at 
the disaster site. 

“It’s nice that people are taking 
time out of their days to say 
prayers for us,” added ironworker 
Michael Raiola, 27, of Brooklyn. 

Of the 3,435 who died in the 
attacks, 3,045 were killed in the 
twin towers attack. As the cere¬ 
monies began in New York and 
Washington, dozens of NASA 
flight controllers keeping watch 
over the shuttle Endeavor and 


space station Alpha joined seven 
American astronauts and three 
Russian cosmonauts to mark the 
event with the playing of the 
American and Russian national 
anthems. 

Flight director Wayne Hale 
said, “In stark contrast to the in¬ 
ternational cooperation and unity 
in our efforts to take mankind lit¬ 
erally to the stars, we’re reminded 
of our loss and sorrow due to the 
acts of violence and terror in an 
unprecedented attack on freedom, 
democracy, and civilization itself.” 

He noted that among those 
who died were 200 citizens from 
countries who are party to the In¬ 
ternational Space Station program 

- Canada, Italy, France, Germany, 
Japan, and Russia. On board the 
space station are 6,000 small 
American flags that will be given 
to family members of the victims, 
plus mementos from the Penta¬ 
gon, Pennsylvania, and New York. 

Also aboard is an American flag 
rescued from the World Trade 
Center rubble. “It has a few tears in 
it. You can still smell the ashes,” 
said Endeavor commander Dom 
Gorie in a recorded message that 
was replayed Tuesday. “Just like our 
country was a little bit bruised and 
battered and torn, with a little re¬ 
pair it’s going to fly high and as 
beautiful as it ever did and that’s 
just what our country is doing.” 

In several states ceremonies 
were also marking the hour. Texas 
Governor Rick Perry in Austin 
recognized the Texas Task Force 
One, which helped search for vic¬ 
tims in the early days of the Trade 
Center recovery. He paid tribute 
and said, “We also join together to 
tell the evil perpetrators of this act 

- we will not forget, and we will 
not rest, until justice is done. 

Perry said in addition to mark¬ 
ing a “terrible national tragedy” 
they were honoring “the men and 
women who are waging a war on 
terrorism halfway around the 
world.” 

Similar sentiments came from 
Illinois Governor George Ryan at 
a ceremony outside the state Capi¬ 
tol attended by National Guard 
troops, and police and firefighters 
from Springfield. Y 


Racicot named chair of GOP

M arc Racicot, the former 
governor of Montana and 
a close friend of President 
George W. Bush, was named as 
chairman of the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee on December 5. 
The appointment will be made of¬ 
ficial at a party meeting in January. 

Racicot (pronounced ROS- 
coe) is a traditional, not a social 
conservative. As governor he en¬ 
acted a non-discrimination policy 
for state employees that specifical¬ 
ly included sexual orientation. He 
supported efforts to repeal the 
state’s sodomy laws in 1993. And 
he exercised leadership in con¬ 
demning the murder of Matthew 
Shepard in neighboring 
Wyoming. All of those actions 
raised the ire of the religious right. 

A year ago, when the rumor 
mill had him slated to become at¬ 
torney general, social conserva¬ 
tives launched a powerful assault 
against the westerner. Then when 
conservative Dan Coats imploded 
as a possible nominee to head up 
the Pentagon, and Bush chose 
Donald Rumsfeld for that post, 


many believed that the president 
felt politically obligated to nomi¬ 
nate a social conservative to a 
major cabinet position. He select¬ 
ed John Ashcroft to be attorney 
general. 

Racicot “gets that inclusion is a 
winning strategy,” said Kevin 
Ivers, spokesman for Log Cabin 
Republicans. The group “has a 
good, long relationship” with the 
incoming chairman dating back 
to 1995. Ivers said that Racicot is 
comfortable with gay people and 
had a number of them working 
on his staff when he was governor. 

“This appointment hopefully 
signals that the GOP is moving in 
a more moderate direction that 
will embrace all Americans,” said 
Winnie Stachelberg, political di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign. “Racicot has a strong 
record of inclusion and has a his¬ 
tory of supporting and respecting 
people regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation.” 

Outgoing GOP chairman Vir¬ 
ginia Governor James Gilmore 
lasted only a year. His departure 
was hastened by poor results in 
the November elections. Several of 
the major losing Republican can¬ 


didates had their base of support 
among the religious right and 
their campaigns were tainted by 
anti-gay incidents. 

Stachelberg compared the re¬ 
actions of New York Governor 
George Pataki and Gilmore to sur¬ 
vivors of the September 11 terror¬ 
ist attacks. “When it came to help¬ 
ing a person [lesbian] who had 
been in a relationship for 18 years, 
he [Gilmore] closed the door, and 
Governor Pataki opened it in an 
equitable way.” 

The administration “has seen 
how inclusion works,” said Ivers. 
“Racicot really does put the Bush 
face on the party, he embodies the 
compassionate conservative ap¬ 
proach.” 

“That it [Racicot’s appoint¬ 
ment] happened on the same day 
that [Pat] Robertson resigned is 
not lost on any of us,” said Ivers. 
“It is hugely significant that 
Robertson is cutting loose from 
the Christian Coalition because 
that will be the end of it. The sym¬ 
bolic value is that they are on the 
way out.” 

“It would be nice to draw those 
conclusions,” said Stachelberg, 
“but it is too early to do so.” ▼

Rev. Msgr. James B. Flynn 


Of special interest is the passing of 
Rev. Msgr. James B. Flynn, age 78, whose 
funeral was held Friday, December 7, 
2001 in St. Mary’s Cathedral, San Fran¬ 
cisco. In the early 1970s, Msgr. Flynn re¬ 
alized a need to establish a local chapter 
of Dignity to serve the burgeoning 
LGBT population. Notices were posted 
announcing an informational meeting 
in St. Peter’s Church hall, where Mon¬ 
signor was currently pastor. About sixty 


attended this initial session. The nation¬ 
al Dignity organization had been found¬ 
ed to afford LGBT Catholics social fel¬ 
lowship, study groups and lectures, and 
to engender a respected voice addressing 
issues of justice. In 1978 when Msgr. 
Flynn was reassigned, SF Dignity found 
a home in the Tenderloin’s St. Boniface 
Church. Recent years found Dignity’s 
National Board at odds with the 
Catholic hierarchy. Subsequently Digni¬ 
ty was denied use of Catholic facilities. 

Those who worked with Msgr. Flynn 
will always recall him as a truly dedicat¬ 
ed priest and a staunch friend of the 
LGBT Community. In words oft-used in 
priestly ministry: “May Perpetual Light 
shine upon him, and may his soul rest in 
peace!”

Rosenkrantz hearing delayed

A major hearing that could re¬ 
sult in parole for gay prison¬ 
er Robert Rosenkrantz has 
been postponed until December 
18. 

Rosenkrantz, 34, has been im¬ 
prisoned since 1985 for killing a 
classmate who physically attacked 
and later outed him just after his 
graduation from Calabasas High 
School, in Los Angeles County. 

Rosenkrantz’s battle for parole 
has been tied up in the courts for 
two years. Although he has been a 


model prisoner and has been 
strongly recommended for parole 
by the Department of Correc¬ 
tions, Governor Gray Davis has 
been fighting to keep him locked 
up. Davis once vowed to block the 
parole of all convicted killers. 
Some victims’ rights advocates 
have expressed concern that 
Rosenkrantz’s parole could open 
the floodgates for others. 

Two Los Angeles County Supe¬ 
rior Court judges and a three- 
judge panel of the 2nd District 
Court of Appeal previously ruled 
that Rosenkrantz has been unfair¬ 
ly and illegally denied parole. 


The appeals court was sched¬ 
uled to take up the case on No¬ 
vember 19 but postponed it for a 
month. No explanation was given 
for the delay. 

The court will decide whether 
to affirm a Superior Court 
judge’s decision to parole 
Rosenkrantz immediately. If the 
appeals court rules in 
Rosenkrantz’s favor, the state 
could appeal the case again to the 
California Supreme Court. Twice 
before, the high court declined 
opportunities to overturn the 
lower courts’ rulings'ordering 
Rosenkrantz’s release. T 


British study: Criminalizing HIV 
transmission leads to higher rates

L aws that criminalize HIV 
transmission ultimately lead 
to higher HIV rates, accord¬ 
ing to a study published in the 
British Medical Journal. 

The report looked at a law in 
Scotland that makes it illegal to 
knowingly transmit HIV. Re¬ 
searchers warn of a one-third in¬ 
crease in new sexually transmitted 
HIV infections as a result of the law. 

Knowledge of HIV status, 
“which was formerly a measure to 
reduce risk, can now endanger a 
person’s liberty in the way that ig¬ 
norance cannot. Yet ignorance is 
substantially more dangerous,” ar¬ 
gued the study’s authors. 

Researchers also questioned 
the ambiguities in the law. 

“It leaves doubt about which 
behaviors are criminal. For in¬ 
stance, is it a crime for someone 
who conceals their HIV infection 
to have unprotected intercourse if 
HIV transmission does not occur? 


Could someone who conceals their 
'HIV infection be prosecuted if they 
have protected intercourse that re¬ 
sults in HIV transmission because, 
for example, a condom breaks?” 

Research scientists have ex¬ 
pressed concern that fewer people 
would be tested for HIV since a 
Scottish court in March 2001, for 
the first time, convicted someone 
of knowingly transmitting HIV. 
Stephen Kelly was sentenced to 
five years in prison for passing 
HIV to his girlfriend. Kelly had 
unprotected vaginal and anal in¬ 
tercourse with her for two months 
or less before she seroconverted. 

One of the studies two authors, 
Sheila Bird of the Medial Research 
Council Biostatistics Unit at the 
University of Cambridge in Cam¬ 
bridge, England, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she is eagerly waiting 
for statistics of what she believes 
may be a significant decline in 
HIV testing following the Kelly 
verdict. 

As an example of that concern, 
the report cited a study that was 


abandoned after the Kelly verdict 
on an outbreak of HIV infections 
in a Scottish jail. Researchers de¬ 
cided to halt that study because of 
its potential to yield incriminating 
information to authorities. The 
report pointed out that HIV re¬ 
searchers’ data could be the sub¬ 
ject of police warrants. 

The study concluded that even 
a “modest fall” of HIV testing as a 
result of the Kelly verdict “could 
produce a one-third increase in 
new sexually transmitted HIV in¬ 
fections.” Researchers found that 
if HIV testing fell by as much as 40 
percent, new sexually transmitted 
HIV infections “might almost 
double.” The authors developed 
charts in their report based on 
earlier studies of disclosure rates 
and condom use by people who 
get tested for HIV. 

The report was co-authored by 
Professor Andrew J. Leigh Brown 
of the Department of Pathology at 
the University of California, San 
Diego. The article appears in BMJ 
Volume 323, pp 1174-77. ▼ 
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ments disrupt the uptake of 
saquinavir is still unclear. 

Falloon said other questions 
remain as well. Usually, doctors 
prescribe saquinavir to be taken 
together with several anti-HIV 
drugs, and it is unknown how gar¬ 


lic supplements would affect such 
a combined drug regimen. 

“More research is needed in 
this area, but it’s clear from this 
study that any patient using 
saquinavir as the sole protease in¬ 
hibitor should avoid using garlic 
supplements,” Falloon said.

In Strongman: Vin¬ 
tage Photos Of A Mas¬ 
culine Icon , editor 
Robert Mainardi col¬ 
lects images in a similar format as 
Council Oak Books’ other great 
art book, Sailor. 

Strongman reveals the early 
roots of physique photography, 
proving that as soon as there were 
cameras, muscular men were 
eager to be immortalized. 

From outdoor muscle poses to 
studio portraits with a delicate 
formality, the burgeoning era of 
muscle-building is documented in 
all sorts of collected images from 
the past two centuries. A sense of 
friendship is obvious in group 
shots, while a romantic aspect is 
implied in hugs and smiles. 

The images range from French, 
Czech, and other European im¬ 


ages to American Venice Beach 
studs, each engaging for its unique 
composition and sometimes un¬ 
intended humor. 

As a document of the variant 
results from early stages of body¬ 
building, Strongman is fascinating 
enough. Interpreting the other de¬ 
tails found in each image provides 
a fascinating perspective as well. 
The added facts in the captions 
that provide the identity and loca¬ 
tion of many of the 
subjects, including 
some of body build¬ 
ing’s forgotten pioneers, 
takes Strongman beyond art 
and into historic archive. 

A good Luke 

Taking the collec¬ 
tor’s nostalgia for in¬ 
nocent days to a new 
dimension, photogra¬ 
pher Luke Smalley 
documents lithe teen athletes in 
Gymnasium. Twin Palms Press is 
an appropriate publisher of this 
artistic book. Their collectors’ edi¬ 
tions of works by Duane Michals 
and Bruce Weber offer similar art 
that attempts to capture the elu¬ 
sive beauty of the male athlete.

tery of a photograph discovered in 
an attic trunk or an Amish yard 
sale. Who were these boys? What 
happened to them? Smalley’s 12- 
year project achieves a strange bal¬ 
ance of authenticity while parody¬ 
ing the sometimes inane aspects 
of early 20th century sports in de¬ 
velopment. 

A few images betray a more 
modern sensibility, and a hint of 
the absurd, with the contraptions 
of 19th century fitness machinery 
not entirely explained.

Armey retires from Congress

jj IS ouse Majority Leader Dick 
Armey (R-Texas) an- 
5 m nounced Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 12 that he will retire at the 
end of his current term. 

During his announcement on 
the floor of the House, Armey 
said he would return home to his 
“beloved 26th District of Texas, 
and more important, to my 
beloved wife and family.” He said 
he would miss the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Armey, 61, is the second-rank¬ 
ing Republican in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 

“He thinks now is a good time. 
He can leave on his own terms,” 
said one source who has talked to 
Armey. “The leadership is work¬ 
ing, the House majority seems 


safe, and George Bush is in the 
White House.” 

Armey emerged as a leader of 
the conservative insurgents who 
toppled the GOP minority in the 
early 1990s and then took control 
of the entire House in 1994. 
Armey played a key role in devel¬ 
opment of the Contract with 
America, which included the wel¬ 
fare reform that helped Republi¬ 
cans sweep to power in Congress 
in 1994. 

A Wall Street Journal article 
included Majority Whip Tom 
DeLay (R-Texas) and House 
Rules Chairman David Dreier (R- 
California) as potential succes¬ 
sors to Armey. DeLay wasted no 
time Wednesday in shoring up 
support in the contest to replace 
Armey as majority leader, the 
number two position in the 
House leadership. T

voters didn’t receive ballots for an 
all-mail City Council runoff elec¬ 
tion last month and the council 
will now consider asking a judge 
to invalidate the election and 
reschedule it for March. Stanislaus 
County elections officials discov¬ 
ered that printing equipment used 
to address ballots skipped up to 
10,000 of the city’s registered 
90,000 registered voters. (Does 
any of this sound familiar?) 

And in New York City, where 
nothing comes cheap, it was re¬ 
ported in the New York Times that 
the recent election of Democrat- 
turned-Republican Michael 
Bloomberg cost the billionaire 
more than $69 million, or $96 for 
every vote he received. 

In Washington, Senator Strom 
Thurmond (R-South Carolina), 
who has to be literally carried to 
the U.S. Senate floor daily, turned 
99 last week. Thurmond, who 
lives in Walter Reed Medical Cen¬ 
ter (at taxpayers’ expense), hasn’t 
visited his home state in more 
than a year, and even his aides say 
he would have resigned long ago 
except that the governor of South 
Carolina is a Democrat and would 
likely appoint a Democrat as his 
replacement. (Now here’s one case 
that presents a real argument for 
term limits; eight of his Senate 
colleagues weren’t even born 
when he first entered the Senate.) 

Thousands of airport security 
workers scheduled to be fired next 
year in the name of national secu¬ 
rity might get a reprieve under 
legislation currently being drafted 
by Senator Dianne Feinstein. 
The move is the first signal that 
Congress may take steps to help 
screeners who are in the U.S. legal¬ 
ly but aren’t citizens. Feinstein’s 
announcement comes less than a 
week after the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors condemned 
the citizenship requirement and 
called on members of the Califor¬ 
nia congressional delegation to 
help the non-citizen screeners, 
who make up most of the securi¬ 
ty work force at San Francisco and 
Los Angeles airports. Nearly 1,000 
of the 1,200 screeners at SFO are 
not citizens and hundreds more 
stand to lose their jobs at Oakland 
and San Jose airports. Feinstein’s 
staff says they are “hopeful” of the 
legislation but say that there is a 
very real possibility that there is 
“not the will” in Congress to com¬ 
pletely remove the citizenship re¬ 
quirement. 

Pat Robertson announced 
last week that he is stepping down 
as president of the once-political- 
ly powerful Christian Coalition; 
the organization is broke, has lost 
thousands of members, and even 
its most ardent followers are pri¬ 
vately saying Robertson’s leaving 
probably means the death knell 
for the Christian Coalition, which 
takes credit for giving us George 
W. Bush. Robertson: “Without 
us, I do not believe that George W. 
Bush would be sitting in the 
White House or that Republicans 
would be in control of the House 
of Representatives.” He’s very like¬ 
ly correct (no, Right) but he lost 
favor even with many of his Re¬ 
publican followers when he 
blamed liberal groups and gays for 
the September 11 terrorist attacks, 
along with the Reverend Jerry 
Falwell. 

Then there’s this idiot “boy” 
from Marin, John Walker, the 
so-called American Taliban, 
whose wealthy father says is a 
“good boy” and whose mother 
initially said he was likely brain¬ 
washed (you know, the Patty 
Hearst syndrome). I have to won¬ 
der if his “brainwashing” also 
made him admit that he support¬ 


ed the USS Cole bombing months 
before even entering Pakistan, or 
for that matter, his alleged mum¬ 
bling that the September 11 at¬ 
tacks were “justified.” This jerk 
chose to cast his lot with the Tal¬ 
iban; from where I sit, he should 
now share its fate. 

And while I’m at it, thanks and 
a tip of the hat to Los Angeles 
Judge Larry Fidler, who refused 
to let Sara Jane Olson recant her

run, change their identity, and 
lead new lives for decades) admit¬ 
ted that she planted bombs under 
police cars in L.A. back in 1975 
and pleaded guilty several weeks 
ago.

The judge, in refusing to take her 
plea change, accused her of being 
a liar and she’s headed for the 
slammer. I think it’s called “do the 
crime, do the time.” 

Representative Gary Condit 
filed papers late Friday afternoon 
to seek another term in Congress. 
The Democratic Party can kiss 
that seat goodbye if Condit some¬ 
how manages to win the nomina¬ 
tion; odds favor Assemblyman 
Dennis Cardoza (D-Turlock) in 
the March primary as Condit’s 
longtime supporters leave in 
droves. 

Celebs: Remember Linda 
Tripp? She’s the snitch that start¬ 
ed the Monica Lewinsky/Bill 
Clinton furor by taping her con¬ 
versations with Lewinsky and 
then making them public. Well, 
poor Linda, now broke, is facing 
foreclosure on the home where 
she recorded the calls that lead to 
the impeachment of President 
Clinton. Meanwhile, the infamous 
Lewinsky is reportedly living the 
good life in New York City - pent¬ 
house, boyfriends galore, running 
a financially successfully bag-sell¬ 
ing business.

And a really great celebrity 
(yep, he says he’s gay) Elton John, 
hosted “The Concert - 20 years of 
AIDS,” at L.A.’s Universal Am¬ 
phitheater that included Sting, 
Jon Bon Jovi, Alicia Keys, and 
others and raised tens of thou¬ 
sands for the cause. 

Republican gubernatorial 
hopeful Richard Riordan, speak¬ 
ing in San Francisco last week, 
couldn’t remember what office he 
was running for. Riordan: “Restor¬ 
ing fiscal responsibility, applying 
tough management to the state’s 
money problems, is one of the 
reasons I’m running for mayor.” 
Gray Davis might not have too 
much of a problem with guy, you 
think?

What has changed most since September 11 is 
the rubric for debate.Throughout the years, gay 
activists have relied on a paradigm of victimization 
to formulate their agenda for advancing our 
community’s interests.. .The “virtual victimization” 
paradigm may have fit the time.

Gay Americans who bought into this paradigm were 
left to believe that the power to live life on their 
own terms is outside their control. “Virtual victims” 
become increasingly alienated from society, more 
inward-driven, and less connected to a sense of 
personal responsibility about how their lives turn 
out. We’ll look back on the 1990’s with an almost 
embarrassing realization of just how self-absorbed

Christmas with Chanticleer 
Special guest Dawn Upshaw (Teldec) 

C hanticleer, the San Francisco-based 
male vocal group founded in 1978 by 
the late Louis Botto, has for many 
years served as the only full-time 
professional a cappella ensemble in the US. 
In their fourth Christmas album, the men 
form a winning blend with the great lyric 
soprano Dawn Upshaw. The chameleon¬ 
like Upshaw remains among the most ver¬ 
satile singers before us. Equally at home in 
Broadway show tunes, classic and contem¬ 
porary opera and art song, and world music 
(a recent collaborative tour with the Kronos 
Quartet comes to mind), her refreshing pu¬ 
rity, unique timbre, and touching sincerity 
are ideal for sacred music. 


Known for their eclectic repertoire, 
Chanticleer offers everything from tradi¬ 
tional Spanish, French, Welsh, Fluron and 
English carols to more contemporary offer¬ 
ings by John Taverner, Ralph Vaughan 
Williams, and Jaako Mantyjarvi. Hugo Dis- 
tler’s 10-minute chorale “Es ist en Ros 
entsprugen,” excerpted from a larger Christ¬ 
mas work, takes off from the famous 
melody. Gifted Chanticleer music director 
Joseph Jennings weaves together a 12- 
minute “Mary and the Baby” medley of four 
carols, including two from the African- 
American spiritual and gospel tradition.

The woman with twenty faces 

Sara Moore multitasks in George Coates''The Crazy Wisdom Sho' 


by Richard Dodds 


he two roles Sara Moore has 
played since moving to San 
Francisco in 1999 could 
hardly be more different. True, 
they were both lesbians, 
but in Up Your Ass she 
confidently played an 
angrily ranting uber- 
feminist, while in Co-de¬ 
pendent Lesbian Space 
Alien Seeks Same, she 
convincingly trans¬ 
formed herself into 
sweet clown from 
another planet. 

In her latest role, 

Moore plays 20 per¬ 
sonalities that she says fall some¬ 
where between Bongi in Up Your 
Ass and Zoinx in Co-dependent 
Lesbian Space Alien. “Actually,” 
Moore said, “Bongi and Zoinx are 
in this piece, too. You gotta use 
everything you got.” 

Moore is playing a woman 
who feels empowered by multi¬ 
ple-personality disorder in The 
Crazy Wisdom Sho, the final per¬ 
formance at George Coates Per¬ 
formance Works before the build¬ 
ing is closed for renovation. “It’s a 
character actor’s dream,” said 
Moore. “My goal is to keep 
switching characters enough so 
what I’m doing is sort of a crazy 
standup improvisational kind of 
thing.” 

Created by experimental the¬ 
ater pioneer George Coates, The 
Crazy Wisdom Sho features just 
Moore and Nigerian actor-musi¬ 
cian Babatunde Garaya with a sea 
of Teleprompters. “It’s a very odd 
piece, that’s for sure,” Moore said. 
“Working with George is always a 
very amorphous process.” 

While the Teleprompters are 
spewing forth messages that re¬ 
quire spontaneous reactions from 
the performers, the actors are also 
presenting a narrative about a ris¬ 
ing dictator and his majordomo. 
“And George has made it even 
more complex,” Moore said, “by 
crossing it with Othello. So Ba¬ 
batunde represents Othello, who, 
of course, is given bad informa¬ 
tion by Iago, who I end up playing 
at one point.” 

As Moore sees it, The Crazy 
Wisdom Sho is a commentary on 
misinformation — something 
Coates has dubbed “crazy wis¬ 
dom.” “It’s not a political piece,” 
Moore said, “but I think it’s at 
least partly in response to the war, 
and a lot of the information we’ve 
gotten or not gotten surrounding 
our government’s involvement.” 

Moore was talking from a 
South-of-Market art gallery where 
her partner was rigging a bungee 
cord for a performance piece. 
They met through Make*A*Cir- 
cus, which first brought Moore to 
the Bay Area to play an old lady 
clown, before she became the 
artistic director of the participato¬ 
ry circus. 

Circuses are an important part 
of Moore’s past and future. She 
dropped out of the University of 
the Arts in Philadelphia to join 
Ringling Bros, as a clown and gag- 
writer. She traveled with the circus 
for three years, and she drew on 
that experience to write a screen¬ 
play about a woman clown who 
happens to be gay. 

Rather than wait in hopes that 
financing could be found for the 
film, Moore has been talking with 
Theatre Rhino about creating a 
stage version of Lunacy. An earlier 
screenplay by Moore did make it 


to film, with Moore as director. 

Moore shot Homo Heights be¬ 
fore moving to San Francisco, but 
it has only recently been released 
as a direct-to-video attraction 
starring Lea DeLaria and the late 
Quentin Crisp. “It’s a very sweet 
parody of the gay com¬ 
munity,” Moore said. 

To make the sale to 
the Blockbuster Video 
chain, Moore agreed to 
change the film’s name 
to Happy Heights. “I 
love it that I snuck this 
intentionally queer 
movie onto the 
shelves of a conser¬ 
vative organization 
like Blockbuster,” 

she said. 

Moore plans to make San 
Francisco her home for a long 
time to come. “The thing I love 
about San Francisco is this is a 
very pioneering town,” she said. 
“This isn’t so much a place for a 
working actor. It’s a place for those 
who want to pioneer in their artis-

tic field. In San Francisco, it’s OK 
to wear 20 hats.” 

And, in the case of The Crazy 


Wisdom Sho, to play 20 characters. 
For ticket information, call 392-

1 mong its many pleasures, 
i the ’60s opened the flood- 
1 gates for cinematic sleaze. 
Subjects that were hitherto con¬ 
signed to the brains of maladjust¬ 
ed 16-year-old boys, psychotic jan¬ 
itors, and quietly demented busi¬ 
nessmen could be projected onto 
America’s grindhouse screens with 
only occasional fear of legal 
reprisal. The genres — exploita¬ 
tion, sexploitation, nudies, 
roughies — even spawned a few 
superstars, with recognition some¬ 
times coming early (Russ Meyer) 
and sometimes later (Herschel 
Gordon Lewis, Doris Wishman). 
For a few sleazier souls* accep¬ 
tance, not to mention fame, re¬ 
mains elusive, even among many 
aficionados of trashy movies. The 
late gay auteur Andy Milligan, who 
wore every possible hat on his no¬ 
budget films, is a prime example. 

Milligan was raised in a dys¬ 
functional household — but I re¬ 
peat myself — that thrived on 
abuse physical, sexual, and psy¬ 
chological. Born in St. Paul, Min¬ 
nesota in 1929, he escaped the 
clutches of a military father and 
an unhinged alcoholic mother to 
try his luck at acting, then pup- 
peteering. He worked in early live 
TV and eventually moved to New 
York, where his skill as a dress¬ 
maker won him acclaim. Milli¬ 
gan’s interest in theater grew in 
the hothouse of the Big Apple, and 
by 1960 he was associated with the 
pioneering Caffe Cino, a pre-La 
Mama experimental theatre 
group-cum-commune made up 
of evil queens, fag hags, hustlers, 
and hangers-on. 

Milligan’s directorial efforts 


were outre even by Cino’s 
loose standards. His biog¬ 
rapher Jimmy McDo¬ 
nough, in The Ghastly 
One: The Sex-Gore Nether¬ 
world of Filmmaker Andy 
Milligan, describes in bril¬ 
liant detail how his 
threadbare productions of 
works like Lord Dunsany’s 
The Glittering Gates or 
Genet’s The Maids became 
frighteningly realistic ex¬ 
ercises. in brutal sado¬ 
masochism, with Milligan 
demanding that actual vi¬ 
olence be substituted for 
the fantasy kind called for 
in the script. This ap¬ 
proach, not surprisingly, 
terrified the actors (who 
nevertheless kept coming 
back for more) and re¬ 
pelled some audiences 
(ditto), but pushed the en¬ 
velope of rough realism in 
off- and off-off-Broadway 
plays. 

Dropping stitches 

During this period, Milligan 
also exhibited a brand of vitriolic 
camp in his incarnation as a cou¬ 
turier. He opened a dress shop 
called the Ad Lib where, according 
to McDonough, “Minette, an age¬ 
less, sparrowlike drag queen, 
worked as ‘stitch bitch,’ while Mil¬ 
ligan threw fat women out of the 
store and argued with everyone 
else. ‘Andy never wanted to sell his 
clothes,’ said employee Jo Ann 
Proccocino. ‘He’d get upset if they 
wanted to buy them. He used to 
jump up and down. ‘Dammit! 
That bitch bought my dress!”’ 

Milligan spent a lot of time 
trawling for anonymous sex and 
exercising his serious sadistic im-

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pulses in scenarios documented in 
creepy detail by McDonough. The 
participants weren’t always will¬ 
ing. When the Cafe Cino scene 
imploded from drugs and vio¬ 
lence, he continued working in 
low-budget theatricals, often writ¬ 
ing, producing, directing, and 
doing the costuming for these 
threadbare plays. By 1965, he 
made his first film, the featurette 
Vapors. Set in New York’s St. 
Mark’s Bathhouse, Vapors offers a 
fascinating pre-Stonewall glimpse 
at the gay bathhouse sex scene. 
Shot in black-and-white with Mil¬ 
ligan’s typical jittery camerawork, 
the film is an encounter between 
two men, one gay, and one possi¬ 
bly straight or a closet case. A 
Greek chorus of catty queens 
wander in and out of the scenes, 
sometimes dishing, sometimes ex¬ 
plaining the ropes to what they 
perceive as novices. There’s a 
creepy, real-time air to the pro¬ 
ceedings reminiscent of Warhol’s 
early work. A dick in close-up got 
Vapors censored, but the film 


played at the budding New York 
queer cinemas like the Adonis. 

One of the stars of Vapors, 
Gerry Jacuzzo, became part of 
Milligan’s stock company, a group 
of amateurish but persistent ac¬ 
tors who stayed with the director 
for many of his 29 films, despite 
frequent abuses. Some of the less 
hardy talents would flee mid-pro¬ 
duction. In Torture Dungeon 
(1970), in which Jacuzzo portrays 
the queeny Duke of Norwich, the 
actor who plays Ivan the horny 
gay hunchback apparently van¬ 
ished after a scene in which he’s 
“pummeled, whipped, and paint¬ 
ed” — apparently a little too real¬ 
istically. Torture Dungeon is a cut- 
rate tale of Shakespearean intrigue 
shot “on the beaches of Staten Is¬ 
land” doubling for medieval Eng¬ 
land. 

McDonough’s biography 
amusingly recounts the problems 
with this production, which 
ranged from talentless townspeo¬ 
ple corralled into acting (“dese, 
dem, and dose” being the typical 


“medieval” patois they 
could manage) to an ac¬ 
tress trying to run down 
Milligan with her horse 
after one too many takes. 
Campsters will appreciate 
the film’s polysexuality — 
the Duke says, “I’m not a 
homosexual, I’m not a het¬ 
erosexual, I’m not asexual. 
I’m trisexual... I’ll try any¬ 
thing — for pleasure!” 
This includes humping 
with the ill-fated hunch¬ 
back on his wedding night. 
Gore fans will admire Tor¬ 
ture Dungeons pitchforks 
to the chest and close-up 
beheadings, while few 
could fail to enjoy Hal 
Borske’s portrayal of a re¬ 
tarded prince who mind¬ 
lessly picks his nose. 

Milligan’s work — 
which includes such titles 
as Fleshpot on 42nd St., 
Bloodthirsty Butchers, 
Guru, the Mad Monk, and The Rats 
Are Coming! The Werewolves Are 
Here! — has been written off in 
most quarters as both too un¬ 
pleasant and too incompetent to 
merit attention. But Milligan, who 
died of AIDS in 1991, has an un¬ 
deniable style, a dark energy part¬ 
ly derived from his trademark ner¬ 
vous handheld camera, and partly 
from an approach to narrative 
that’s practically entropic. His ni¬ 
hilistic world view is bracing in its 
unadorned cruelty, ragged acting, 
and persistent, troubling air of 
sheer strangeness. This is personal 
cinema from the brackish backwa¬ 
ters of pre-Disneyfied Times 
Square, rendering a grim, trashy 
world far from the plushness and 
safety of the multiplex. ▼

'Hotel Bethlehem' at Exit Theatre

otel Bethlehem offers a be- 
| hind-the-scenes look at the 
\ Nativity that is something 
like a collision of A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the Forum 
and Hustler magazine. In a city 
filled with alternative holiday en¬ 
tertainments, this sexually retro¬ 
grade comedy may be the most 
curious of all. 

For starters, there are an enor¬ 
mous number of boob jokes made 
by and at the expense of two 
young sisters. These pubescent 
teens are so horny that they re¬ 
peatedly seduce their leering fa¬ 
ther, and we get to see this inces¬ 
tuous threeway in silhouette. The 
father also convinces an elderly 
woman to lick his bare feet clean, 
and then to nibble away at a both¬ 
ersome corn. Are you in the holi¬ 
day spirit yet? 

Hotel Bethlehem is set in the 
lobby of the inn that didn’t have 
room for Joseph and a pregnant 
Mary. As the holy couple takes 
refuge in the stables, the innkeep¬ 
er deals with the arrival of the li¬ 
bidinous travelers, his pixilated 
mother-in-law, a greedy tax col¬ 
lector, a towering centurion, and a 
confused angel who is there to 
herald the birth of Jesus. 

The birth does indeed receive a 
fanfare in this household. His 
coming occurs simultaneously 
with the group climax in an orgy 
that brings down the first-act cur-

tain. Even the angel gets into the 
action, but she doesn’t fare as well 
in the second act, when she is 
gang-raped for comic effect. 

Mike Ward has directed the Isis 
Arts Collective production with 
an eye to manic energy. But the 
cast during the second weekend of 
run still wasn’t quite up to speed 
with the fast pace. 

Playwrights Tom W. Kelly and 
Tim Bryant strive for the kind of 
hellzapoppin’ energies that gave 
Forum its flair, but their success at 
turning anachronisms (“As we say 
in Sodom, bottoms up!”) and old 


jokes (“Are you glad to see me, or 
is that the Tower of Babel?”) into 
fresh comedy is limited. The 
humor just isn’t bright enough to 
counter all the queasy moments, 
including the centurion who an¬ 
nounces he has “killed all the He¬ 
brew boys in a nearby schoolyard.” 

Hotel Bethlehem is the kind of 
play that could give bad taste a 
bad name. T

M f America and England are 
countries separated by a com- 
mon language, theater has cer¬ 
tainly helped to bridge the gap. 
From the beginnings of the mod¬ 
ern concept of theater more than 
a century ago, Broadway and the 
West End have been eager to share 
their successes. But there is a the¬ 
atrical form that, despite its enor¬ 
mous popularity over there, has 
never really successfully crossed 
the pond. It is the panto. 

These holiday entertainments, 
staged by the dozens each year 
throughout the UK, offer free¬ 
wheeling goofs on popular chil¬ 
dren’s stories that still follow 
strictly defined traditions. Cross¬ 
dressing is big among the tradi¬ 
tions, with women almost always 
cast in the “leading boy” roles, and 
men in the grotesque-burlesque 
“dame” roles. 

The San Francisco Shakespeare 
Festival, in association with Amer¬ 
ican Citizens’ Theatre, is following 
the time-honored conventions as 
it attempts to introduce the panto 
tradition to San Francisco audi¬ 
ences. But its ambitious produc¬ 
tion of Cinderella at the Gershwin 
Theatre only occasionally displays 
the invention, talent, and panache 
that could turn this trifle into a 
steady holiday dessert. 

This version of Cinderella by 
the late Scotsman Stuart McKie 
generally follows the familiar 
story, but it has been tricked out 
with slapstick, pop songs, 
anachronistic references, and an 
irreverent tone.

There is also a guest-star spot, 
which, on opening night, featured 
Supervisor Tony Hall, who 
mocked his wedding-singer back¬ 
ground and delivered a credible 
version of Sh-Boom. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Hall displayed probably the 
best voice on the Gershwin stage. 
Several of the top roles have been 
filled with non-singers, and that 
takes a toll on this long two-act 
production. 

What also takes a toll is direc¬ 
tor Allen McKelvey’s unwilling¬ 
ness to trim the bits that either he 
or his cast are unable to bring to 
life, including a Laurel and Hardy- 
type routine that belatedly brings 
down the first-act curtain in wan 
fashion. Little bursts of cleverness 
do erupt throughout the evening, 
but not nearly often enough. 

Those whose contributions do 


make positive contributions are 
Richard Ryan as a Divine-like gar¬ 
goyle of a stepmother, and Bob 
Greene and Matthew Henerson, 
who play the ugly stepsisters like 
petulant Teamsters. Jeannette 
Manor also brings a few smiles 
with her impression of a some¬ 
what clumsy fairy godmother. 

While British pantos, ostensi¬ 
bly aimed at children, appeal to a 
wide demographic, this Cinderella 
will probably find its biggest fans 
among youngsters — though 
they’ll also probably run out of 
steam before the two-and-a-half- 
hour production is over. T

Ascending Peculiarity: Edward 
Gorey on Edward Gorey, edited by 
Karen Wilkin (Harcourt; $35) 

I# omewhere in my files there 
is a quote, allegedly by Sieg- 

'/ mund Freud, that goes: “A 
man without sublimation is pa¬ 
thetic. He has a tiny brain and a 
tyrannical penis.” Freud was talk¬ 
ing about mental health, but if we 
apply his theory to art, he could 
easily have been speaking of Ed¬ 
ward St. John Gorey, the writer-il¬ 
lustrator whose vaguely ominous 
little books have gained a cult fol¬ 
lowing. 

Much of today’s art is coarse, 
graphic and obvious; the only 
sublimation visible is in the act of 
creating in the first place. But 
Gorey, as he makes plain in these 
interviews that constitute a verbal 
autobiography, was a believer in 
silence, absence, white space and 
the blanks between the pictures. 
His most popular work, The Curi¬ 
ous Sofa, is subtitled A Porno¬ 
graphic Work, yet it is precisely its 


lack of obvious porn, its power of 
suggestion, that endears it to read¬ 
ers, including kids who don’t get 
half the jokes. 

Because Gorey’s art is so ellip¬ 
tical, albeit macabre (he loves to 
kill off innocent children — “B is 
for Basil, assav lted by Bears”), and 
because he hated to give inter¬ 
views, for yea rs we simply didn’t 
know anything about him. In the 
few interviews he did grant (“on 
pain of death”), the questioner 
was either too intimidated or too 
reticent to ask personal questions 
which could have unlocked the 
mystery to his. weird and wonder¬ 
ful artistic world. 

This is probably why the first 
half-dozen interviews in this 
chronologically arranged book 
seem so matter of fact and cover 
the same biographical ground: 
Born in Chicago, ordinary child¬ 
hood except that he taught him¬ 
self to read at age three, studied 
briefly at the Art Institute, served 
for two years in WWII, attended 
Harvard, where his roommate was 
the poet Frank O’Hara, worked as 
book illustrator for various firms, 
and began to publish the tiny vol¬ 


umes that made his name. 

Sex talk 

It isn’t until Jane Merrill 
Filstrup’s talk with Gorey at 
the Gotham Book Mart in 
1978 that the questions get 
deeper, though still not 
personal. Then, in 1980, 

Lisa Solod published a 
piece in Boston Magazine 
that contains, as far as I 
know, Gorey’s-first public 
comments on sex and re¬ 
pression. Being Gorey, he 
never gets graphic, but 
when Solod asks bluntly, 

“What are your sexual 
preferences?” [note the 
odd plural], he replies, 

“Well, I’m neither one 
thing nor the other par¬ 
ticularly.” He then goes 
on, “I am fortunate in 
that I am apparently 
reasonably under- 
sexed... I’ve never said I 
was gay, and I’ve never said that I 
wasn’t. A lot of people would say 
that I wasn’t, because I never do 
anything about it.”

(Boston Globe Magazine ) and 
Stephen Schiff (The New Yorker), 
the subject comes up again. Asked 
if he was ever in love, Gorey 
replies, “I thought I was in love a 
couple of times, but I rather think 
it was only infatuation. It both¬ 
ered me briefly, but I got over it... 
I realized I was accident-prone in 
that direction, so the hell with it.” 
Today’s literal psychologists, so 
worried that if we don’t act out, 
we’ll end up Victorian and re¬ 
pressed, with body parts in the 
freezer, would undoubtedly be 
horrified by this clear-eyed revela¬ 
tion of sexual non-activity. 

Yet, though no one in this book 
makes the connection, it seems 
quite clear to me that Gorey would 
never have brought to life the cre¬ 
ative acts of imagination that he 
did without putting into them all 


the energy and passion 
that most of us waste 
on love affairs. Of 
course, merely subli¬ 
mating your sexual en¬ 
ergy into art is meaning¬ 
less unless you have 
something to express. 
Here Gorey’s vast erudi¬ 
tion and unending cu¬ 
riosity provided the ma¬ 
terial for his unusual 
oeuvre. The quote that 
gives the book its name 
spells this out clearly: “I 
just kind of conjured 
them up out of my sub¬ 
conscious and put them 
in order of ascending pe¬ 
culiarity.” 

These interviews may 
not constitute a full-fledged 
biography, but they cover 
the salient sources from 
which the artist’s copious 
subconscious was nour¬ 
ished. Gorey loved both high 
art and low culture, the 
more eccentric the better. He offers 
reading lists — including Jane 
Austen, E.F. Benson, Trollope — 
and expounds on obscure French 
and Japanese silent filmmakers (“I 
believe the art of cinema has been 
going downhill since 1918.”) He 
loves Lady Murasaki’s The Tale of 
Genji because of “all the things she 
leaves out.” 

My only complaint is that the 
illustrations are mostly unidenti¬ 
fied. (As a collector of Gorey first 
editions, I’m familiar with most of 
these drawings, but there is one 
series I’d never seen before.) Short 
of buying The Curious Sofa, his 
ballet book (The Gilded Bat) or his 
opera volume (The Blue Aspic), 
Ascending Peculiarities rs the per¬ 
fect entree into the brilliant, ec¬ 
centric but always logical world of 
Edward Gorey. T

'Burnt Money's high crimes & misbehavior

1 n the opening shot of Burnt 
If Money (Plata Quemada), 
- Nene (Leonardo Sbaraglia) is 
doing push-ups, with his darkly 
handsome face and well-stuffed 
jockey shorts angled nicely to¬ 
wards the camera — right away 
you can tell it’s an art film. Close 
to Nene lies his most precious 
possession, the slumbering torso 
of Angel (Eduardo Noriega). In 
the incestuously close world of 
Argentinean bank-robbers, Nene 
and Angel are referred to as “the 
twins,” meaning not only that they 
look and dress alike (the penguin 
suits popularized by Quentin 
Tarantino’s Reservoir Dogs), but 
that they always work and play to¬ 
gether —r they’re lovers, not 
brothers. 

Nene and Angel dream of 


making a big score, learning Eng¬ 
lish, and retiring to fritter their 
nights away in America. The trou¬ 
ble in their paradise lurks in 
Angel’s head. He hears voices — 
and because Argentina is a 
Catholic country with a big C, 
those voices are a generation’s 
worth of altar-boy guilt and 
priestly lectures about the wages 
of fucking your buddy. Angel hal¬ 
lucinates that if he can refrain 
from sex with Nene, they can both 
be saved for something better. Di¬ 
rector Marcelo Pineyro (best- 
known in the US as the producer 
of the Oscar-winning The Official 
Story) has a running visual gag 
where he juxtaposes scenes of the 
tortured Angel shooting up in the 
throes of Jesus-inspired dementia 
while Nene is off getting more 
conventional kicks in front of a 
washroom urinal, the back row of 
a third-run cinema, or with a rent 


Too sexy 
for his shirt 

Catching up with Brad Pitt

J , illiam Bradley Pitt, whose 
tjlf 38th birthday is on De¬ 
li W cember 18, is still consis¬ 
tently chosen by People magazine 
as one of the 50 sexiest people 
alive, and was called by People the 
sexiest man alive in both 1995 and 
2000. He has impressed both men 
and women not only with his 
looks, but also with his charisma, 
charm and just-an-every-day- 
guyness. 

The laid-back boy in a man’s 
body is still a kid at heart, having 
fun pulling pranks such as the one 
he agreed to for the now-defunct 
MTV show Jackass. In it, he 
feigned his own kidnapping on a 
busy Los Angeles street, by a truck 
full of actor gangsters. 

Pitt rose to fame in 1991 oppo¬ 
site Geena Davis and Susan Saran¬ 
don in Thelma and Louise, for 
which he was paid a paltry $6,000. 
He’s gone on to star in more than 
a dozen films, lately taking home 
nearly $20 million per film. The 
salary he now commands seems 
astronomical, since the last movie 
he starred in to earn more than 
$100 million at the US box office 
was Seven. 

Happily married to Friends su¬ 
perstar Jennifer Aniston for over a 
year now (which he says gives him 
the privilege both to fart and eat 
ice cream in bed), Pitt seems ready 
to grow older gracefully, at least 
on screen. I had the chance to sit 
down and chat with him while he 
was in the middle of filming 
Ocean’s 11, the Las Vegas heist pic¬ 
ture by Academy Award-winning 
director Steven Soderbergh ( Traf¬ 
fic, Erin Brockovich.) While Pitt is 
not the star of the film, playing in 
an ensemble alongside George 
Clooney, Matt Damon, Casey Af¬ 
fleck, Julia Roberts and others, he 
does hold his own, and displays a 
keen sense of comedic timing. Pitt 
plays Rusty Ryan opposite 
Clooney’s Danny Ocean. I asked 
him what it was like playing *c-

“Well, I can tell you why Rusty 
wants to be in on the job with 
Danny Ocean a little more suc¬ 
cinctly,” Pitt said. “The reason 
Rusty agrees to the caper is that 
he’s flat-lined in his life. He’s gone 
from the top of his game to run¬ 
ning a poker school for teen heart- 
throbs. When Danny shows up 
with his plan to rob $150 million 
from three casinos, Rusty’s ready 
to jump in. Even if he does think 
it’s impossible. As for playing sec¬ 
ond fiddle, what’s wrong with 
playing second, third or 11th fid¬ 
dle if the fiddle still sounds and 
looks good? Not to mention that 
working with Soderbergh has 
been one of the greatest pleasures 
in my career thus far.”

Brinks heist 

Enter the plot. The Big Boss (a 
minor Peronista official) learns 
that seven million pesos are about 
to be transported by the Buenos 
Aires version of a Brinks truck 
(complete with feeble old guards) 
that could easily be commandeered 
by a three-man crew — “the twins” 
plus a driver. The first act of Burnt 
Money is crisply narrated by a 
Spanish-speaking Walter Winchell 
type, giving us the feeling that a 
major crime wave is underway. The 
perfect crime goes horribly awry, of 
course, and in the resulting shoot¬ 
out, the guards are murdered and 
Angel is seriously wounded. Nene, 
disobeying orders, refuses to let his 
lover die, and instead nurses him 
back to health in a dingy apart-' 
ment hideaway across the border 
in Uruguay. The balance of Burnt 
Money pivots on whether the gang 
can bargain with the Big Boss for 
passports and a means of escape, 
before the police net becomes a 
noose. 

Burnt Money gets much of its 
fuel from a loose-cannon perfor¬ 
mance by Pablo Echarri as Cuer¬ 
vo the driver, who’s not only a 
loud-mouthed fag-hating lothario 
who displays his well-formed butt 
to Nene and Angel as a gesture of 
contempt, but also a young man

responding to the siren of free¬ 
dom represented by the Anglo- 
American rock invasion. At one 
point, Angel, Nene and Cuervo are 
riding in an open-top convertible, 
imagining that they are American 
kids, when they happen upon a 
beach party with a gaggle of pret¬ 
ty teens twisting the day away to 
“Surfing Bird” by The Trashman. 
For a moment our Robin and his 
Merry Men are tempted to jump 
ship and escape their Bonnie and 
Clyde movie for the Beach Blanket

Annette. Alas, this is not The Pur¬ 
ple Rose of Cairo, and the boys hop 
back into the car to a sadder fate 
that involves good underwear 
shots, some full-frontal male nu¬

It’s a puzzlement 

Kate Calloway has now pub¬ 
lished eight Cassidy James myster¬ 
ies, and I have to ask, having 
slogged through all of them, in¬ 
cluding the latest, 8th Day (Bella, 
$11.95), why? Help me, gentle 
readers. Explain the attraction of 
a dyke dick who is perhaps the 
most singularly inept Private In¬ 
vestigator ever. Illuminate your 
willingness to endure leaden char¬ 
acters, dopey dialogue, and plots 
that strain the most willing sus¬ 
pension of disbelief. Articulate the 
appeal of the Calamity... sorry, 
Cassidy villain, who comes in ex¬ 
actly two varieties: utterly obvious 
from the outset, or completely out 
of nowhere until the lame confes¬ 
sion. Really, I’d like to know. As for 
8th Day, the less said, the better. 

Calloway’s foray into multiple 
narrators is not a happy choice, 
especially since her 13-year-old 
sounds exactly like Cassidy and 
everyone else in the novel. Cal¬ 
loway consistently chooses the 
easy way out when solving plot 
problems, rather than showing 
some initiative and actually com¬ 
ing up with something intriguing 
and credible. She has added little 
comments to the most ridiculous 
bits, offering explanations for 
seeming impossibilities, but the 
explanations are mere excuses for 
a writer unwilling to do the work. 
8th Day is a tedious exercise, un¬ 
worthy of your time or treasure.

over time, but which was always 
marked by the sincere regard they 
felt for each other. The Letters of 
Vita Sackville-West to Virginia 
Woolf (edited by Louise De Salvo 
and Mitchell Leaska; Cleis, 
$29.95) offers a rare glimpse into 
a literary love story that spanned 
decades and remains to this day a 
testament to the power of love. 
The editors have carefully includ¬ 
ed several of Woolf’s letters as 
well, and the result is a real sense 
of correspondence in all its mean¬ 
ings. 

Listen up 

I’ve always thought that one of 
by Leslea Newman’s great gifts as a 
writer was that while she always 
creates the best and most individ¬ 
ual voices for her characters, she 
allows them to speak conversa¬ 
tionally. It’s been easy for me to 
imagine, when reading one of her 
stories, that Newman herself is 
telling the tale to me alone. Now I 
don’t have to imagine, because 
Newman has come out with her 
first audiobook, Just Like a 
Woman (Fluid Words, $18, avail¬ 
able at fluidwords.com), and it is 
extraordinary. Newman reads 
with verve and panache, and the 
eight stories, written between 
1988 and the present, provide a 
fascinating look at her develop¬ 
ment as a writer. Of course, just 
getting to hear Newman read “A 
Letter to Harvey Milk” is worth 
the price of the collection, and 
there are seven more remarkable 
stories after that. If you’ve never 
been a fan of audiobooks, Just Like 
a Woman will convert you. It is a 
delight. 


Singer’s explanation of the evi¬ 
dence for evolution. 

If you haven’t thought much 
about mitosis since high school, 
The Splendid Feast will catch you 
up on what’s been discovered in 
biology, and provide you with the 
evidence to argue with your less- 
than-rational acquaintances. 
Singer writes with wit and erudi¬ 
tion, and a style that makes me 
think he’d be a great dinner com¬ 
panion. He makes a compelling 
argument for using the brain 
rather than fleeing from its pow¬ 
ers. 

Given the tendency of politi¬ 
cians and the news media to re¬ 
port scads of numbers out of con¬ 
text, the ability to make sense of 
those measurements is an impor¬ 
tant skill. If you’ve never taken 
Statistics, however, you might feel 
a bit out of your depth when it 
comes to challenging the 
conclusions seemingly 
based on hard sci¬ 
ence. To the rescue 
comes Joel Best 
with Damned Lies 
and Statistics: Un¬ 
tangling Numbers 
from the Media, 

Politicians, and Ac¬ 
tivists (University of California, 
$19.95), a book which will give 
you the necessary tools to unravel 
numbers misused, misquoted and 
misunderstood. Writing in an en¬ 
gaging style, Best offers clarity and 
humor in his explication of how 
numbers work, and how best to 
read those newspaper articles that 
quote “single numbers presented 
in isolation.” Although Damned 


Lies is not a textbook (it’s far too 
entertaining for that appellation), 
this is the book I wish I’d had 
when I took Statistics, 
somewhere near the 
dawn of time.

l , through David Leavitt’s 

novel Martin Bauman; Or, A 
Sure Thing, there’s a scene in 
which the protagonist and anoth¬ 
er character have a romantic din¬ 
ner at the Windows on the World 
restaurant on top of the World 
Trade Center. Of course, it’s im¬ 
possible to read this scene without 
a sense of poignancy and sadness. 
And of course this particular in¬ 
trusion of reality into the realm of 
fiction is unavoidable. The shock 
of September 11 is still fresh, and 
what happened that day will cast a 
shadow for a long time to come. 
Somehow, those events add reso¬ 
nance to Leavitt’s story. Set in the 
Big Apple in the 1980s, Martin 
Bauman is a bittersweet novel 
about coming of age as a writer 
and as a person. Its retrospective 
tone is imbued with a sense of 
nostalgia, as well as the realization 
that life — especially the life of 
writers — is instructive, particu¬ 
larly when it is painful. 

This is not to say that Martin 
Bauman is a dark or heavy book. 
In fact, it’s a comical and very en¬ 
gaging read. This paperback edi¬ 
tion of the novel follows up the re¬ 
cent release of Leavitt’s short-story 
collection The Marble Quilt. Both 
books help make the case that 
Leavitt is a mature, accomplished 
stylist, and that he is, along with 
Edmund White and a few others, 
one of the most important gay 
writers now being published. In 
addition, this book is a notable 
contribution to gay literature in 
that it deals specifically with the 
formative years of a young gay 
writer. It’s difficult to read it and 
not think of it as autobiographical 
— the events and characters of 
Martin Bauman are clearly mod¬ 
eled, at least partially, on Leavitt’s 
own experience. 

Told as a first-person narrative 
from Bauman’s point of view, the 
book is a veritable parade of 
major players and minor charac¬ 
ters in the New York publishing 
world: friends, enemies and lovers 
of Bauman’s. But the primary re¬ 
lationship in the story is that be¬ 
tween Bauman and Stanley Flint, 
his teacher and mentor. Flint is 
also a father figure and nemesis of 
sorts. Bauman craves his approval, 
and gets just enough of it (though 
it seems leavened with a kind of 
malice) to always leave him yearn¬ 
ing for more. Though Flint is no¬ 
toriously heterosexual and a bit of 
a womanizer, Bauman even ad¬ 
mits to having a bit of a thing for 
him, though he also realizes that 
these fantasies are driven more by 
his desire for approval than by any 
need for sexual gratification. 

As a student, Bauman attains a

reputation as a writer of promise. 
His wunderkind status is assured 
when he gets a story published in 
“the magazine” which is the cen¬ 
ter of New York’s literary life, and 
which Leavitt presents as a thinly 
disguised version of The New 
Yorker. Step by step, Bauman 
moves into the inner circles of the 
New York literati, becoming a 
published writer but never quite 
winning the unqualified approval 
of Stanley Flint. Flint moves in 
and out of Bauman’s life like a 
kind of ghost, turning up at sig¬ 
nificant points to further prod 
him toward the fulfillment that he 
seeks. 

Parallel to Bauman’s authorial 
quest is his quest for love. After 
“coming out” in his famous first 
short story, Bauman struggles to 
come to terms with how he will 
live with his homosexuality, and 
how he will find someone to share 
his life with. He stumbles some¬ 
what awkwardly from desire to 
consummation, always bringing 
more of his head than his heart to 
the game of love. The book is 
filled with many elegant and elo¬ 
quent explications of gay desire 
and love; Bauman seems to do 
better at intellectualizing love than 
actually living it. 

Leavitt’s Bauman examines his 
life with an almost self-lacerating 
honesty. Early on in the book, re¬ 
calling the day he took the PSAT 
test, Bauman admits that he stole 
some of the answers for the exam, 
and with this unsavory admission 
he marks the beginning of “my ca¬ 
reer as a cheat.” In many ways, that 
sense of guilt, the fear that all he 
has achieved is false, stays with 
Bauman and dictates his need to 
Flint’s approval. Flint’s somewhat 
mocking accusation that Bauman 
would rather pounce on “a sure 
thing” (i.e., easy success) rather 
than pursue a life of art and truth 
haunts Bauman. 

Leavitt’s is a novel about writ¬ 
ers and writing. But in examining 
the ways in which writers produce 
literature, it is also about life itself 
— about our never-ending quest 
to understand, to harmonize and 
to make peace with the meaning 
of our existence.. ▼ 


ence. Reading about them has the 
irresistible appeal of watching a 
train wreck — deep down inside, 
you know there’s the possibility it 
could happen to you. 

The opening story, “Bypass,” 
literally deals with a wrong turn. 
A stolen car careens off the road, 
and its loserly ex-con driver 
briefly interacts with Tina, a 
bored, downtrodden woman who 
could care less about the burned 
chicken she serves her husband. 
Her life consists of watching the 
trucks go by on the highway in 
front of her house and wonder¬ 
ing about the mysterious thump¬ 
ing sounds behind her fridge. 
Their meeting, in a deftly written 
few pages, evokes all the hopes 
and failures of both their lives, 
and the resigned ways they both 
endure their fates. 

Scott, who has also written art 
criticism, divides his time be¬ 
tween New York City and Amos, 
Iowa, and the stories are set, al¬ 
ternately, between Gotham and 
cornfields — but the despera¬ 
tion’s consistent in either setting. 
In the urban category, there’s 
“Fluency,” the tale of a drag per¬ 
formance artist whose crossover, 
New York Tzmes-reviewed solo 
show, titled Public Enema, earns 
him a chance to appear, as a man, 
in an off-Broadway play. The re¬ 
sults are drably disastrous — “he 
thought his voice sounded almost 
entombed” — but not as prob¬ 
lematic as his unexamined rela¬ 
tionship with his Puerto Rican 
boyfriend, who’s becoming pla- 
tonically entranced with a Latin 
labor activist and his theories. 


The story’s a fascinating look at 
failed attempts to bridge gaps — 
between gay and straight worlds, 
between cultures, between legiti¬ 
mate theater and underground 
queer cabaret, and between 
dreamy ambitions and cruel real¬ 
ities. The dull throb of failure 
leads to a calm sense of lucidity. 

This may sound like torture, 
but Scott’s tales are eerily engag¬ 
ing. They veer into David Sedaris 
territory with the pathos played 
for poignancy, not laughs. Or 
perhaps the realm of Patricia 
Highsmith’s caustic existential¬ 
ism, with a bit more levity. Most 
of the time, it works. These are 
characters we feel sorry for, even 
as we see them embody our own 
worst fears of falling down. 

Bottom study 

The best stories here depict 
characters who have learned to 
keep going once they’ve hit bot¬ 
tom. In one, a middle-aged col- 
lege-dorm cleaning lady, sen¬ 
tenced to tidy barf-covered bath¬ 
rooms, engages in a passive-ag¬ 
gressive battle with her supervi¬ 


sor while harboring a crush on a 
student, himself tentative about 
his academic future. In another, a 
young man drops out of the sem¬ 
inary when he realizes his homo¬ 
sexuality just doesn’t go with the 
program. He ends up exiled in his 
childhood bedroom, growing in¬ 
creasingly isolated from his fam¬ 
ily, his future and his sense of 
happiness. 

“The Host,” the most unfor¬ 
gettable offering in the bunch, is 
a masterpiece of walls-closing-in 
ennui. It’s told from the point of 
view of Neal, a boyish young man 
who burns through an inheri¬ 
tance as well as tethers to reality 
with drinking, drug and sex 
binges. He ends up hustling a 
misanthropic, unattractive older 
guy named Meyersohn for a place 
to stay, but gets more than he 
bargained for. It’s a frightening 
place to be, bringing to mind the 
queasy, vaguely humorous feel of 
Roman Polanski’s Repulsion. 

“Meyersohn’s place was warm 
and had food, like I said. A real 
shelter. But there was also this 
malignant feeling that I just 
couldn’t shake. Something about 
this place and this person — not 
something, but everything from 
the food and the talk to the sex 
and the damp medicinal smell of 
the towel I was using — all of it 
was off somehow, it was warped 
and sickening, like the Tilt-a- 
Whirl.” 

Scott’s writing spins with that 
same kind of swirling energy. 
Some of Us Have to Get Up in the 
Morningis a carnival of lost souls 
that’s well worth attending. ▼

Rumi’s fans 

M y favorite war story to date out of the whole Afghanistan 
mess was a report out of Pakistan by British journalist Sean 
Kenny, which appeared on SaIon.com on October 29: “Get¬ 
ting high with the Sufis.” Kenny hung out with the Sufis in a grave¬ 
yard one night, at something akin to a rave. The men (no women) 
were rolling joints, mixing hashish with tobacco, and whirling to 
the music of a legendary drummer who travels from one Sufi fest 
to another. The best quote came from one of these revelers: “‘The 
Taliban are upright, honest men. They are not corrupt, they do not 
steal. But they don’t like music.’” 

As I vaguely understand them, the Sufis are sort of an Islamic 
version of hippies, without the tie-die. They adore music. They re¬ 
ally don’t want to fight war; they just want to spin around and 
around and become one with Allah. They want to dance and get 
high and feel spiritual just the way American raver kids do. 

Sufis revere Jalal-ud-Din Rumi, the great 13th century Sufi mys¬ 
tic poet, renowned for his passion for his Master, Shams-i-Tabriz. 
In this sense, Rumi is an inspiration to gay people, but his joy of 
life and his expressions of love touch all of humanity. The image of 
Pakistani Sufis — despised by the Taliban and their ilk — dancing 
in a graveyard at night as American bombs fall on Afghanistan is 
one I can’t shake. 1 wish I’d been there to witness the spectacle. 

This being San Francisco, however, one always has options for 
going Rumi-native. In fact this Friday, December 14 at CellSpace in 
the Mission, a full-blown celebration of Rumi and his poetic works 
will take place, at big bash presented by Cultural Transformations 
and SoulSalaam: “Ruminations: A Contemporary Persian Art 
Festival Celebrating Jaluluddin Rumi In Us All.” 

On the line-up for this bash are poetry recitation, live painting, 
Persian electronic music producers, DJs, organic Persian music, im¬ 
provised vocal art, a historical presentation of Persian culture, and 
vendor and information booths, among other attractions.

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Patriotic duty: Shopping for antiques

D uring World War II, civil¬ 
ians didn’t purchase many 
non-essential items. In¬ 
stead, encouraged by Hollywood 
movie stars, they used their extra 
money to buy US Government 
bonds. Today, faced with a differ¬ 
ent enemy and living in a different 
society, noncombatants are urged 
to spend as much as they can to 
stimulate the economy. 

So what to do with disposable 
income? One option: antiques. 
They make wonderful holiday 
gifts for that special someone, or 
for yourself. The term itself is al¬ 
most meaningless, as US Customs 
defines an antique as anything 
over 100 years old. The word orig¬ 


inally connoted items of quality, 
usually handmade, not mass-pro¬ 
duced. It differs from “collectible,” 
which covers everything, includ¬ 
ing McDonald’s freebies. 

Jackson Square houses San 
Francisco’s finest antiques shops, 
but prices are out of reach for al¬ 
most everyone but the super- 
wealthy. The next best venue, with 
a broader mix of merchandise, is 
Sacramento Street, between Pre¬ 
sidio and Spruce. A baker’s dozen 
of interesting stores with pleasant 
proprietors awaits the visitor. But 
while shopping, please remember 
that quality is rarely cheap, al¬ 
though it may be affordable; that 
most dealers know what they 
have; and that the likelihood of 
going on Antiques Roadshow and 
learning that the dish you pur- 
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chased for $5 is mid-18th-centu¬ 
ry Sevres and worth thousands is 
remote. If you are serious about 
something, bargaining is accept¬ 
able. One phrase that generally 
works is, “What is your best 
price?” 

With expectations appropri¬ 
ately set, a good place to start is 
The Art and Antiques Exchange, 
3419 Sacramento, near Walnut. 
(All addresses are on Sacramento 
St.) This large collective is packed 
with fine and decorative items. 
Recently I spotted a small gilt 
metal crown with paste jewels that 
once sat on a religious figure 
($125), a late-19th-century Old 
Paris sugar bowl of white porce¬ 
lain with simple gold decoration 
($145), many mirrors in all price 
ranges, much Chinese Export 
porcelain ($95 and up), and a sen¬ 
sational double Chinese ancestral 
portrait, beautifully framed 
($3,500). 

At Interior Perspectives (3461), 
the mood is elegant and Neoclas¬ 
sical, with beautiful and expensive 
Gustavian furniture from Sweden, 
striking ormolu accessories from 
France, and tortoise-shell tea cad¬ 
dies from England. Attractively 
framed colored prints of many 
subjects are also available, starting 
at $355. Antiquaire (3489) is more 
informal, selling French country 
furniture and colorful majolica 
pottery. Prices for the ceramic 
plates and animals start in the 
hundreds and climb higher, de¬ 
pending on size, rarity, and condi¬ 
tion. 

Breakfast with Tiffany 

If you like Art Deco bronzes 
and Tiffany lamps, then you’ll love 
The Woodchuck (3957), which 
also has an excellent selection of 
reproduction glass lamp shades, 
starting at under $200. T. Reggia- 
rdo Antiques, next door, carries all 
kinds of furniture and paintings. 
A marble-topped Art Deco cabi¬ 
net, c. 1930, can be yours for $495. 
At the other end of the price and 
style spectrum, an exquisite Neo¬ 


classical Baltic sofa, late-18th cen¬ 
tury, is available for $15,675. 
Across the street at Wisteria, you 
can purchase brightly hued, well¬ 
framed prints priced from a few 
hundred dollars. 

Kimberly Bragg (3640)*. a de¬ 
sign studio and an antiques shop, 
sells charming oil paintings of 
dogs in period costumes for 
$57.50, and richly textured sofa 
pillows starting at $75. Marjorie 
Rose (3490) specializes in French 
furniture and accessories. Her se¬ 
lection of 19th-century botanical 
prints begins at $465, and a small, 
painted wooden grape bucket, 
which would make an unusual 


wastebasket, is listed at $275. A 
Priori (3484) handles unusual Ed¬ 
wardian jewelry, starting at $50. A 
mother-of-pearl card-case is list¬ 
ed at $420, and an unsigned por¬ 
trait miniature on ivory is avail¬ 
able for $800. 

More French items fill 
Monique Arnon (3480), whose 
walls display prints and oils, rang¬ 
ing from the 17th to the 20th cen¬ 
turies. Prices for engravings and 
etchings begin at $150, but a col¬ 
orful Toulouse-Lautrec lithograph 
is $7,000. She has a few choice Di- 
reetoire tables as well. If you prefer 
English furniture, step into Grace 
page 48 ►

spread to good advantage. The 
only dancer on stage with an 
equivalent girth is Peter Wing 
Healey, who dances the amusing¬ 
ly self-absorbed matriarch, Mrs. 
Stahlbaum, with gusto. Complet¬ 
ing a trio of stellar drag perfor¬ 
mances is Kraig Patterson as the 
Housekeeper/Nurse. The svelte 
Patterson, turned out in your 
basic French upstairs-maid outfit, 
is a comic delight throughout. 

For children, all this 
gender-bending will be essentially 
transparent. The Hard Nut re¬ 
mains a story of three children on 
Christmas Eve, and the flights of 
fancy that typically accompany 
this annual occasion. The ballet is 
a lark, a light-hearted romp that 
sends up classical dance and con¬ 
temporary social mores at the 
same time.

Morris’ choreography some¬ 
times veers toward the Tharpish, 
with an over-reliance on balletic 
leaps and twirls, yet some mo¬ 
ments are so inspired that you 
could forgive him almost any¬ 
thing. My personal favorite is the 
dance of the snowflakes which 
concludes the first act. A chorus of 
barefoot male and female dancers. 


identically attired in tutus and 
sporting headdresses that resem¬ 
ble the top of a Frosty Freeze ice¬ 
cream cone, attack with calculat¬ 
ed abandon. Each time they ap¬ 
pear on stage — by twos, fours, or 
by the dozen — the dancers’ 
hands are full of artificial 
snowflakes, which they release on 
precise musical cues until the 
stage floor is completely coated. It 
is a number worthy of the Cock- 
ettes. 

The costs of mounting this sort 
of production (33 dancers, a sym¬ 
phony orchestra, and a chorus of 
live singers) is substantial, even 
with Adrianne Lobel’s minimalist 
set design. But this live perfor¬ 


mance allows the audience to ex¬ 
perience a 19th-century composi¬ 
tion, set to 20th-century choreog¬ 
raphy, and performed by 21st- 
century artists. In The Hard Nut, 
the traditional roaring fireplace 
appears only on video, viewed by 
the children on the living-room 
television. It may only be a matter 
of time before this work can only 
be viewed in a similar fashion. ▼

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, 
in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your doctor when you start this med¬ 
icine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV 
(human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is always used in combination with other anti- 
HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 
6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your 
blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces the chance otdeath or infec¬ 
tions that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. Some of these conditions 
are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to prac¬ 
tice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop treatment without first 
talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than 
for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 
5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. 
The child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the 
amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resis¬ 
tance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed 
for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and then take your 
next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait and take the 
next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control center or emer¬ 
gency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a 
large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose of KALETRA, it could 
make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this 
happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious, side effects that could cause death. 
Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or are planning to take. These 
include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU 
SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA." 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about 
all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA: 
Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as 

Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the 
amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or 
products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. 


John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of pos¬ 
sible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and 
Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. 
Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two medicines can cause 
when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood pressure, vision changes, and 
penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or different type of con¬ 
traception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase 
your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disul- 
firam. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You 
should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may be able to help you manage 
these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools 
(bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a 
skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disea'se such as Hepatitis B 
and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems including death have occurred in 
patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some patients had other 
illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. 
You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or 
abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting complications such as 
heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease inhibitors is not known at this 
time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some 

patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes in their diabetes med¬ 
icine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. * ,, , 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include increased fat in the 
upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat from the face, legs, and arms may 
also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been due to other 
medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies 
are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you 
are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. You should be aware 
that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your 
doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. 
Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at 
room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules ^nd oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of 
the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your condition. Medicines 
are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you have any concerns about 
this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medi¬ 
cine with other people.

Pianist Fred Hersch & co. honor composer Richard Rodgers' centennial

i ew York seems to be on 

H everyone’s mind these 
days, and what better way 
to celebrate it than with an album 
of music by one of its quintessen¬ 
tial composers played by six jazz 
pianists, all of whom live in or 
near that town? Pianist Fred Her¬ 
sch has gathered a stellar grg^ip to 
play 11 Richard Rodgers tunes on 
The Richard Rodgers Centennial 
Jazz Piano Album. It’s also his first 
fundraising CD produced exclu¬ 
sively for Broadway Cares/Equity 
Fights AIDS. Hersch’s team ranges 
from young to middle age, to leg¬ 
endary seniors like Marian Mc- 
Partland and George Shearing. 
And each brings a unique and 
very personal approach to this 
music. 

Rodgers (1902-1979) wrote 
over 900 songs, and many have 
deservedly become standards. 
Those recorded here have texts by 
his two best lyricist-librettists, 
Lorenz Hart (1895-1943) and 
Oscar Hammerstein II (1895- 
1960), and while none of these are 
sung, a sensitivity to what the 
words mean is essential to making

them work. “My Funny Valen¬ 
tine,” from the 1937 show Babes in 
Arms, with its famously complex 
and ironic Hart lyric, has been 
sung and played every conceivable 
way. Kenny Barron doesn’t just 
mine it for its poignancy, the usual 
approach, but he doesn’t ignore 
that quality, either. His version be¬ 
gins with a slow waltz which de¬ 
velops after the first refrain into a 
series of rhythmic variations in 
the right hand, accompanied by a 


steady cakewalk beat in the left. 
Barron has played this song for 
years, and his interpretations have 
ranged from the bossa nova-in¬ 
flected (he was Stan Getz’s pianist 
from the late ’80s till Getz’s death 
in ’91) to a funeral dirge. His ap¬ 
proach here is a clear-eyed one to 
a song about a lover’s physical im¬ 
perfections (“Is your figure less 
than Greek? Is your mouth a little 
weak?”), and it’s also very moving. 

Smooth in shadows 

Marian McPartland shows 
acute sensitivity to Hart’s lyric for 
“It Never Entered My Mind,” from 
Higher and Higher (1940), and 
“We Kiss in the Shadow,” from 
The King and I (1951), the latter 
becoming a supersmooth waltz. 
Simplicity and elegance like this 
can’t be faked. Hersch’s version of 
“The Sweetest Sounds” (Rodgers 
wrote his own lyric) from No 
Strings (1962) is at the opposite 
extreme — easily virtuosic, with a 
jagged Monklike figure set against 
a sweeping but thoroughly con¬ 
trolled melody. Benny Green’s 
cover here of “The Surrey with the 
Fringe on Top,” from 1943’s Okla¬ 
homa!, is an inventive romp with 
hints of boogie woogie and stride

piano styles, while his “Manhat¬ 
tan,” which originally appeared in 
the 1926 revue The Broadway Gai¬ 
eties, extols the virtues of Hart’s 
lyric about the borough — “We’ll 
go to Greenwich/ Where modern 
men itch/ To be free” — and it’s 
the best poem about the island 
until Edwin Denby’s, and Frank 
O’Hara’s 1954 “Meditations in an 
Emergency,” parts of which are 
immortalized on the promenade 
railing on the Hudson in Battery 
Park City, across from the World 
Trade Center site. 

A discovery for many here will 


be Bill Charlap, who at 34 is just a 
baby, and a very gifted one at that. 
I first heard him as the pianist on 
New York native Jon Gordon’s CD 
Witness. He’s just as fluent here, 
and his delicate touch doesn’t pre¬ 
clude strength. Charlap uses sure 
yet subtle attacks on two Rodgers 
songs with Hart lyrics, “Nobody’s 
Heart,” from By Jupiter (1942), 
and the charming, dreamy “The 
Blue Ro.om,” with its final luscious 
chord, from 1926’s The Girlfriend. 

With 550 songs, 28 shows, and 
18 movies to their credit, the 
Rodgers and Hart collaboration 
was in many ways a marriage, in 
which the composer said he found 
“a career; a partner; a best friend, 
and a source of permanent irrita¬ 
tion,” and one which certainly 
helped turn “Manhattan into an 
isle of joy.” I daresay it’s still doing 
that. This is a lovely, affirmative 
album, though the piano sound, 
in midrange especially, doesn’t al¬ 
ways come through with maxi¬ 
mum clarity or presence. ▼

the group’s sweet and seductive 
blend occasionally seems some¬ 
what wimpy on top, lacking desir¬ 
able punch and weight on lower 
voices. 

Recorded at Northern Califor¬ 
nia’s Skywalker Ranch, the disc of¬ 
fers a clean, resonant sound, if not 
the ultimate in transparency. Fans 
need not hesitate. 



Requiem - Gareth Valentine 
(Jay Records) 

The sense of hope and peace at 
the heart of this lovely Requiem in 
Memory of Those Who Have 
Died of AIDS lingers long after the 
music’s conclusion. Distinguished 
by a continual flow of beautiful, 
gentle melodies, the work’s wel¬ 
come air of compassion and con¬ 
solation makes for a moving, life- 
enriching experience. 

British composer/conductor 
Gareth Valentine was able to se¬ 
cure London’s famed Abbey Road 
Studios and top-flight performers 
because the disc raises money for 
AIDS charities. For every record¬ 
ing sold abroad, £1 goes to Eng¬ 
land’s Crusaid; each US sale gen¬ 
erates $ 1 for Broadway Cares. 

There is a sincere, personal 
quality to the performance that 
feels like the performers are 
singing and playing not to the 
mike, but for us. The London Or¬ 
atory Scholar Choir, one of Lon¬ 
don’s leading boy’s choirs, adds a 
beautiful innocence to the perfor¬ 
mance. The four top-flight soloists 
— soprano Susan Bullock, tenor 
William Burden, soprano Tinuke 
Olafimihan, and baritone Kurt 


Oilman — all boast wonderful 
voices and impressive credentials 
in opera, art song and musical 
theater. 

Valentine’s lover Mike attend¬ 
ed the Requiem’s first perfor¬ 
mance in Southwark Cathedral, 
London, on May 15,4993. Mike 
was gravely ill, but managed to 
take his first and last Commu¬ 
nion. After he consumed the wafer 
and wine that signify Christ’s 
body and blood, Mike asked 
Gareth, “Will I be alright now?” 
Gareth answered, “Yes.” Mike died 
three months later, with his fami¬ 
ly and friends at his bedside. 

“As a Christian, I truly believe 
that he is alright now,” writes 
Gareth in the liner notes. The 
sense of peace that fills his music 
suggests that his faith is real. 

Valentine, who has just re¬ 
leased a recording of Christmas 
carols and is composing a Missa 
Brevis, writes mainly for musical 
theatre. His history includes in¬ 
volvement in almost 25 London 
West End productions as musical 
director, arranger or performer. 

In addition to the composer, 
many who made the recording 
possible are gay. These include 
TER/Jay label director John Yap, 
producer Michael Haas, string 
arranger David Krane, and bari¬ 
tone soloist Kurt Oilman. 

Most AIDS-related composi¬ 
tions layer simple, sweet melodies 
with a mass-market sentimentali¬ 
ty perfectly suited for a TV mini¬ 
series. Valentine’s Requiem es¬ 
chews saccharine sweetness and 
cheap effects. Filled with one won¬ 
derful melody after another — the 
“Offertorio” could easily stand on 
its own as a song — it remains 
consistently absorbing. Most im¬ 
portant, it leaves you with a sense 
of gratitude for life. 

Unsilent Night — Phil Kline 
(Cantaloupe) 

For those who have grown a bit 
weary of traditional Christmas 
fare, yet have no desire to throw 
out the baby with the baptismal 
water, this disc offers a refreshing 
alternative. 

Since the winter of 1992, rock- 
influenced art musician Phil Kline 
and his friends have been “electric 


caroling” through the streets of 
Greenwich Village with a parade 
of boomboxes. (To learn more, or 
to possibly join them this Christ¬ 
mas, check out www.mind- 
spring.com/~boombox.) The re¬ 
sultant sound sculpture, far more 
beautiful than you might expect, 
is here captured in all its ambient 
glory. 

“Unsilent Night” opens with a 
tinkling, bell-like array of sounds, 
sometimes minimalist in their 
repetition, and positively angelic 
in impact. A seamless transition 
into the nine-minute “The Milky 
Way,” in which bells have a more 



dissonant but no less entrancing 
effect, is followed by tracks that 
include sonically altered caroling 
and Gregorian chant. 


You might not expect ethereal 
sounds from a man who co¬ 
founded the art-punk band the 
Del-Byzanteens, and who pens 
compositions with titles such as 
“The Garden of Divorce “ and 
“Into the Fire,” but Kline’s elec¬ 
tronic tinkering produces surpris¬ 
ingly reverent results. His music is 
quite holy in its own way — 
Satan-worshippers will have to 
turn elsewhere for their pleasure. 
Unsilent Night warrants switching 
off the cell phone, turning out the 
lights, and lying on the floor in 
total immersion. Highly recom¬ 
mended. T

1 ^ i hose who fondly remember 
grainy, popping and cloudy 
1 prints of old foreign films 
will be happy to know that The 
Criterion Collection continues to 
dedicate itself to restoring and dis¬ 
tributing bright new remasters 
from the flickering 
past. Worthy obscura 
on DVD keeps com¬ 
ing out on that fine 
label in a new indus¬ 
try otherwise deter¬ 
mined to saturate the 
market with dreck. 

The Shop on Main 
Street (1965) and 
Closely Watched 
Trains (1966), two 
superb relics from 
the fluorescent era of 
Czechoslovakian cinema known 
as Prague Spring, are very much 
in the Criterion tradition, though 
they are surprisingly light on ex¬ 
tras. They share more in common 
than their Czechoslovakian roots. 
Both are sweetly humane, and 
both derive their power from the 
telling of common lives disturbed 
and destroyed by World War II. 
Both were shot in sharp focus 
black-and-white, and both won 
the Best Foreign Film Academy 
Award. 

Closely Watched Trains concen¬ 
trates nearly every moment of its 
93 minutes on Milos, an appren¬ 
tice train dispatcher looking to¬ 
ward a life of easy civil servitude 
in a German-occupied Czech 
town in 1942. He cares most pas¬ 
sionately about losing his virgini¬ 
ty, and engages one or another co¬ 
hort in a plot to rid himself of the 
inexperience of boyhood. Trains is 
filled with wry moments of awk¬ 
ward seductions, white lies and 
the gentle explorations of an in¬ 
nocent. The storm clouds of war 
loom ominously in the back¬ 
ground, until a plot surfaces to 
transport explosives. It then be¬ 


comes clear that the film has more 
on its mind than the gropings of a 
lovably feckless adolescent. 

Trains simply refuses to treat 
wartime occupation as a tragic 
condition; director Jiri Menzel has 
not been called the Czech Woody 
Allen for nothing. But its upbeat 
wistfulness and attention to 
human frailties may have other 
roots. Czechoslova¬ 
kia was an Iron Cur¬ 
tain state in 1966, 
and the gently satiric 
goings-on in Closely 
Watched Trains were 
no doubt a balm to a 
people capable of as¬ 
sassinating one of 
Hitler’s leading 
henchmen and suf¬ 
fering the conse¬ 
quences with the 
obliteration of 
Lidice. A country that has been 
sliced, diced and annexed 
throughout the modern era learns 
how to bite back, and Closely 
Watched Trains reminds us of that 
not in its wit, but in its shattering 
finale. 

For all of its genuine charms, 
and the endearing performance 
of a properly bewildered Vaclav 
Neckar as Milos, Trains is not 
quite as wonderful 
as we want it to be. 

Many comedic mo¬ 
ments feel directed, 
not spontaneous. 

Trains are among 
the most cinematic 
of inventions, yet 
Menzel hardly ex¬ 
ploits their possibil¬ 
ities. The beloved 
status conferred on 
the film over the 
years seems born 
out of the underdog status of 
Czechoslovakian moviemaking, 
done in the 1960s under creative 
oppression. After the internation¬ 
al triumph of Closely Watched 
Trams, Menzel was given limited 
freedom and control on film pro¬ 
jects, and turned to stage direct¬ 
ing under tighter supervision. 
Prague Spring was over almost 
before it began. 


Grace notes 

There may be whispered reser¬ 
vations about the merits of Close¬ 
ly Watched Trains, but there are 
none for The Shop on Main Street. 
The great epic filmmakers, from 
D. W. Griffith to David Lean, 
knew the simple rule of telling an 
intimate story amidst world 
events. Since The Shop on Main 
Street had a tiny budget, the sweep 
of world war could only be sug¬ 
gested, while intimacy could be 


indulged. The project began with 
a simple and great story of loyalty, 
betrayal, cowardice and heroism: 
Tono is a not-too-bright, not-too- 
ambitious peasant barely compre¬ 
hending the conversion of his 
German-occupied Slovak town 
into a Nazi stronghold. In an ap¬ 
parent act of grace, his Nazi 
brother-in-law gives him jurisdic¬ 
tion over a button shop on Main 
Street owned by Rozalie, an elder¬ 
ly Jewish widow. When the Jewish, 
population is threatened with de¬ 
portation, she does not, or will 
not, fully understand Tono’s role 
as Aryan overseer, benefactor and 
would-be savior. 

Shop is filled with so many per¬ 
fectly realized scenes, and so much 
lovingly observed human interac¬ 
tion, that it reminds us of an hon¬ 
esty the best movies can achieve. 
The film’s two stars, Josef Kroner 
and Ida Kaminska, are unexcelled 
and form the most charismatical- 
ly mix-matched star team in 
memory. Kroner’s performance is 
miraculous, economical and tor¬ 
tured as Tono struggles against the 
coming devastation of his town, 
his friends and his soul. Kamins¬ 
ka, a leading actress from Warsaw 
theater, convincingly put on more 
than 10 years to play Rozalie, the 
kindly, stubborn and 
devout button-seller. 
Her weary but loving 
face is perfectly ex¬ 
pressive, and we can’t 
help .wondering if, in 
her shoes, we’d hide 
in a turtle shell, too. 

Perhaps it was di¬ 
rector Jan Kadar’s 
life that elevated The 
Shop on Main Street 
to greatness. He 
spent World War II in 
a Nazi labor camp, and his Slova¬ 
kian Jewish parents and sister 
died at Auschwitz. “Of all my 
films, The Shop on Main Street 
touches me most closely,” he said 
to The New York Herald Tribune, 
in an article reprinted in the DVD 
box. “I am not thinking of the fate 
of all the six million tortured 
Jews... my work is shaped by the 
fate of my father, my friends’ fa¬ 
thers, mothers of those near to 
me, and by people whom I have 
known.” 

Closely Watched Trains and 
particularly The Shop on Main 
Street remind us that most movies 
are emotional frauds, relying on 
tired tricks to wring feelings from 
an overstimulated audience. To 
see these two is to be in the com¬ 
pany of artists who trust their ma¬ 
terial, and trust the imagination, 
intelligence and compassion of 
their audience. ▼

• Usually, symptoms show up 1-12 weeks after being exposed to syphilis. 


Possible early symptoms: (1-12 weeks after becoming infected) _ 

• Skin sore called a chancre (shank-er). There may be more than one. 

They are usually not painful. They may be on the penis, scrotum, anus, or mouth. 

• Lymph glands near the sore may be swollen, and also are not painful. 


Possible later symptoms: (4-12 weeks after becoming infected) _ 

• Flu-like illness with sore throat, headache and fever. 

• Skin rash all over the body in the mouth, on the palms of the hands and soles of 
the feet (not itchy). 

• Warty-like growths may appear in the mouth or on the genitals. 

• Patchy hair loss may be noticed. 

• Nervous system symptoms: neck stiffness, nausea, vomiting, seizures, hearing loss 
and loss of speech. 

These symptoms wilL go away even without treatment You are still infected 


Is syphilis dangerous? 


Yes! If not treated, syphilis can cause brain damage, heart disease and other 
long-term health problems. 


What can I do if I have syphilis? 


• If you think you have syphilis, go to your doctor or a clinic right away. 

• It’s very easy to treat, but you need to go get the treatment. 

• Your sex partner(s) must be examined and treated. If not treated, they can give 
the infection back to you, or infect others.
